Durban is recognised as one of the 7 Wonder Cities of The World and is a modern multi-faceted fast growing 
metropolitan city with many kilometres of pristine beaches, iconic buildings, vibrant cultures, exceptional creativity 
and famous hospitality. Rich in cultural diversity, Durban is a world-class tourist destination offering a wide range of 
experiences both within the city and in the surrounding countryside. It has a magnificent beachfront along the Indian 
Ocean with a promenade which stretches for several kilometres. 


VISION OF THE MUNICIPALITY 

By 2030, eThekwini Municipality will be Africa’s most caring and liveable city. 


MISSION 

The purpose of the eThekwini Municipality is to facilitate and ensure the provision of infrastructure, services and 
support, thereby creating an enabling environment for all citizens to utilise their full potential and access 
opportunities, which will enable them to contribute towards a vibrant and sustainable economy with full employment, 
therefore creating a better quality of life for all. 


LOCAL ECONOMY 

EThekwini encompasses the important economic centre of Durban which is the global business gateway to South Africa, 
Africa and the world. Here is Africa’s busiest port, the continents top conferencing city and South Africa’s leading sport 
and tourist destination. This is a city which boasts a world-class manufacturing sector and the second largest industrial 
concentration in South Africa and was recently highlighted as one of the worlds’ evolving business centres. 

CLIMATE 

The eThekwini metropolitan has mild sub-tropical climate with sunshine for the most of the year. 

LAND USE 

The municipality is unique amongst major urban centres in that only 35% of the metropolitan area is predominantly 
urban, with over 60 000 households living in traditional rural style dwellings. 


STATE OF THE ECONOMY 


Global economic growth has slowed, commodity prices remain depressed and unemployment has increased in many 
parts of the world. Hence growth forecasts in the South African economy have been revised lower at 1 %. South Africa’s 
business confidence index fell to its lowest levels in twenty two years in September 2015. Apart from subdued domestic 
economic performance, global financial market nervousness as well as global economic uncertainty continued to 
prevail. Financial market volatility is high and the volatility of the rand will also pose an inflationary risk. 

South Africa’s rating outlook has been revised from stable to negative by rating agency Moody’s. This is due mainly to 
the increased probability that growth will remain low for a prolonged period of time due to the structural challenges 
facing the mining industry and other sectors of the economy. Higher interest rates and taxes will suppress economic 
growth further, risking credit rating downgrades. Government has affirmed that it will stay on the course of sound 
fiscal management and focus on fiscal consolidation and debt stabilisation in the medium term. Focus is on 
implementing the National Development Plan, in particular growth inducing initiatives. Government is also fast 
tracking economic reforms aimed at alleviating the most binding constraints to growth and to build a more competitive 
economy. 
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Although South Africa’s economy remains distressed, the local economy of Durban is performing more robustly and 
numerous catalytic investments are expected to sustain economic growth and create significant employment over the 
medium to long term. The slow growth in the global and national economies has certainly impacted on eThekwini, 
together with local constraints such as load shedding, strike action and weak consumption expenditure. However, the 
major projects planned for the city will bode well for high economic growth going forward, most notably the ones that 
will enhance trade activity with sub-Saharan Africa. 


ETHEKWINI GDP PERFORMANCE 


EThekwini’s GDP (in constant 2010 prices) was recorded as R 272, 9-billion in 2014. It is forecasted to grow by 1, 9% 
during 2015. Presently eThekwini’s GDP comprises 57, 1% of KwaZulu-Natal’s GDP and 9, 1% nationally. GDP growth in 
the eThekwini Municipal region increased by 1, 2% between 2013 and 2014 while KwaZulu-Natal and South Africa grew 
by 1, 7% and 1, 5% respectively.

The above graph shows the percentage contribution to GDP by broad sectors during 2014. The eThekwini economy was 
dominated by tertiary industries that included finance, manufacturing, community services, trade, transport and 
construction. Apart from the tertiary sector fulfilling a major role within the context of eThekwini’s economy, 
manufacturing (which is classified within the secondary sector) constituted 24, 4 % of the total economic activity. It 
was particularly the production of food and beverages, as well as fuel, petroleum, chemical and rubber products that 
contributed towards the magnitude of manufacturing within eThekwini. The tertiary sector accounted for 80, 1% of 
employment in eThekwini in 2013, while the secondary sector made up 16, 6 % and the primary sector comprised 3, 3%. 
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PORT OF DURBAN 


Currently handling more than 60% of total container traffic to and from South Africa, the Port of Durban remains the 
premier multi-purpose port of the country.

The number of containers invoiced during the first two quarters of 2015 is higher than the same period in 2014. 
However, this has changed during quarter three where the 2015 level is slightly lower than in 2014. Nonetheless, the 
levels have increased since quarter two, thus reflecting a marginal increase in activity at the Port of Durban. 

Container movements into and out of the country declined in the third quarter as economic growth slowed to under 
1%. Growth in container traffic will depend on increased investments from international businesses and the country’s 
movement beyond its dependence on commodity cycles thereby reviving the export manufacturing sector in particular. 


AIRCRAFT MOVEMENT IN ETHEKWINI 
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The above graph shows that aircraft movements have sharply increased from the first to second quarter in 2015 and 
has then levelled off in the third quarter. The total aircraft movements in 2015 were slightly higher than in 2014, 
probably due to the introduction of Turkish Airlines. In addition to this Ethiopian Airlines has linked Durban and Addis 
Ababa, while Qatar Airways has connected Durban with Doha towards the end of last year. 

UIF Applications 
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UIF applications were much higher in 2014 than in 2015 for the first two quarters but this has changed in the third 
quarter where the 2015 level is slightly higher than in 2014. There is also a decline in the third quarter for both years 
which is a common finding for the third quarter in a given year. The protracted strikes in the mining and manufacturing 
sectors during 2014 had a negative impact on employment. According to Statistics South Africa, 188,000 jobs were lost 
in the manufacturing sector during September 2006 to March 2014 and with Durban being the second most significant 
manufacturing region in the country, the sector was affected. 


ECONOMIC / SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT 


The city’s Economic Development strategy has set the city on a development path that prioritises investment in 
infrastructure and promotes private sector partnerships and investments.The recently adopted Economic Development 
Incentive policy seeks to attract development to the city by offering incentives with a long term view in growing city 
revenue. Accordingly, the key focus of capital expenditure activities (in addition to service delivery capex) is on 
catalyst projects which boost rates and services income for the municipality while also creating employment. To this 
end major investments are planned for the Inner City Central Development and a total of R 26 bn is being invested in 
the Cornubia mixed use development. As part of the Urban regeneration plan, the municipality has embarked on a R 
460 million plan to revitalise the Isipingo Town Centre and unlock the areas full economic potential. The city is 
considering a proposal received for the redevelopment of the Virginia Airport site into a mixed-use development with 
hotels, offices and upmarket houses. This site has been assessed as a catalytic project which the city aims to redevelop 
and reintegrate with its surrounding nodes. Another exciting project in the pipeline is the Centrum site development 
which aims to develop a new mixed-use precinct. The objective includes developing new public service buildings such 
as the central library and natural science museum municipal complex and Government Boulevard. 
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Being the busiest port in Africa and the chain driver of local economies, the municipality is looking into ways to unlock 
the regions ocean economy potential and to position Durban as a “smart port city “ in order to accelerate growth in 
the local, provincial and national economy. This includes exploring the area around the port for manufacturing that 
would increase exports and create job opportunities as well. In this regard there are expansion plans to increase the 
volume of container trade. The city is currently focusing on the biggest infrastructural project it has ever undertaken, 
the Integrated Rapid Transport Plan (GO! Durban) to ensure a world class transport system. The R 20 billion 
transformation of Durban public transport system is expected to connect 600 000 commuters across the city to nine 
public transport corridors by 2027. The plan will ensure a safe and easily accessible transport network and integrate 
motorised and non-motorised transportation. The municipality has recently announced a 

R 280 million interchange to link the Cornubia development and the Umhlanga precinct. The interchange was integral 
to the city’s proposed rapid public transport system and is expected to alleviate traffic congestion on the M41. The 
second phase of the Western Aqueduct, the city’s biggest ever bulk water pipeline is more than half way complete and 
is progressing well, being on target for completion in 2017. This project will significantly increase the capacity of the 
bulk water supply and meet the needs of the greater eThekwini region for the next 30 years. 


In order to support economic growth in the city, council has recently adopted the Integrated Freight and Logistics 
strategic framework and action plan for eThekwini. In this regard, the Clairwood Logistics Park is to be developed to 
meet the growing demand for A-grade logistics and distribution facilities in the south of the city. It is expected to 
create an estimated 19 000 jobs during the four-year construction period and more than 4 500 jobs after completion. 
Further, a R 6 billion economic catalyst project, Keystone Park is being developed as a logistics and light industrial 
precinct at the Hammarsdale interchange. The construction phase is expected to create 3,500 jobs and over 6,000 
direct jobs during operations. In order to address the challenge of road congestion by trucks collecting cargo from the 
port, plans for a dry port to handle container and bulk cargo in Cato Ridge are slowly taking shape. Cargo will be 
transferred from the port via rail line to trucks that will pick up at Cato Ridge. There are also plans to develop the 
Cato Ridge logistics Hub which will include mega truck stop facilities, containers and car terminals, tank farm, and 
industrial and commercial development. The project is considered to be a catalyst and is expected to create 
employment opportunities. 


The announcement that Durban will host the 2022 Commonwealth Games is expected to catapult the city onto the 
global platform for the next 7 years from which a multitude of economic and social benefits may be reaped. These 
benefits include exposure to world markets to attract and enhance tourism and foreign direct investment. The event - 
which is taking place for the first time on African soil - is expected to generate up to R 20 billion to the national 
economy, translating into an additional R 11 billion gross domestic product growth and is expected to add 
approximately R 2 billion to the local economy. 


EVENTS 


The city has won the rights to host the 2022 Common Wealth Games. This is expected to create jobs and boost the 
local economy and bring many benefits to the city over the longer term, in particular raising the profile of Durban as a 
tourism and investment destination. The Games will underpin the City’s growing reputation as an events capital of the 
continent and may act as a major boost towards achieving the ambitious visitor targets set in the Municipality’s 
Tourism Strategy leading up to 2022. In addition, there will be opportunities to showcase the city’s on-going initiatives 
with respect to new tourism products, innovation, poverty alleviation and transformation some of which may be 
directly linked with the Games. Durban remains one of the leading South African cities with regards to successful 
hosting of world-class and large tourism events. Events are used as leverage platforms in terms of encouraging visitors 
not only to attend the event but to showcase what the city and the province have to offer, and also encourages visitors 
to return. 
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TOURISM 


Once again Durban Tourism is to partner with The National Geographic Society to market the city as a ‘must visit’ 
world class tourist destination around the world. The partnership would provide a platform to engage with potentially 
100 million visitors who had expressed a desire to visit Durban. An investigation is to be carried out into the feasibility 
of a light-rail system connecting the airport to Durban’s International Convention Centre. In order to increase economic 
activity and tourism, government is on a mission to get more international airlines to fly directly to King Shaka 
International Airport. In this regard three new airlines, Qatar Airways from Doha, Turkish airlines from Istanbul and 
Proflight Zambia are now flying to Durban. 


The municipality has invested heavily in the scenic seven kilometre promenade and other attractions to maintain, 
boost and drive Durban’s competitive edge in the tourism arena. Two of Durban’s beaches have been awarded full Blue 
Flag status, with another five beaches given pilot status cementing Durban’s position as a premier beach destination. In 
an effort to increase its share of the international tourism market, there are plans to expand the City’s cruise line 
terminal. This will allow the port to be a hub for neighbouring countries, with growth in tourism and job opportunities. 
In keeping with the city’s vision to create an all-inclusive sports hub, the Municipality in partnership with the Provincial 
government will start building a world class multi million rand international training centre and Provincial Football 
Academy at the Kings Park precinct. This centre, the first of its kind in Africa, will have a football training academy, a 
high performance centre, medical and recreational facilities. This facility will catapult the city to become a sport 
capital of the world. The construction of this centre will create jobs and boost the city’s sport tourism. 


The municipality is poised for steady economic growth from several major catalytic projects over the next 20 years, 
creating in excess of a million construction jobs and over 600 000 permanent jobs. Major construction projects such as 
the Cornubia mixed-use commercial-residential development, the port expansion plans, Dig-Out Port, on-going 
economic opportunities at Dube Trade Port and the development of the dedicated freight route are all expected to 
contribute towards this growth. As most of these catalytic projects are for the medium to long term, budgetary 
provision will only be realized as they come into stream once feasibility studies are undertaken and the project 
approved. On 30 November 2015 the Economic Development and Planning Committee (ECOD) approved the 
establishment of a Catalytic Projects Office, reporting to the City Manager. The aim of this office is to fast track the 
implementation of key projects within the eThekwini region, which is anticipated to kick start the sluggish local 
economy. In the midst of the usual challenges from the various spheres, the city will continue to strive towards the 
adoption and practice of smart-city concepts by seeking to combine creativity with new technology, especially 
amongst our youth. The city has also made significant advances in the informal economy; green economy; investment 
incentives and more recently on the City Planning Commission consultation, all of which will assist in fine-tuning a 
long-term growth strategy for the eThekwini region. 


PROJECTS UPDATE 


Durban-Gauteng Corridor 

The Durban-Gauteng corridor is more than just a logistics route and there are significant development opportunities 
that these routes will make possible. The City will work with the Provincial Government and other municipalities in 
proactively planning and opening up opportunities in this corridor. In the central area of the city, from the Durban 
Inner City to Pinetown, there will be further investments to support the inner city and entrench its role as a services 
centre incorporating offices, sport and tourism uses, the civic heart and a residential community. It is also an area that 
supports the micro enterprises and all of these aspects will be strengthened. The planning in the back of port area will 
also be finalized. Pinetown is a key manufacturing node as well as an important CBD that needs to be revitalized. 
Developments in the Outer-West, are in support of the corridor. However, while there are a number of long term 
projects, there are very little short and medium term projects that will result in significant benefit locally. 
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Cornubia 


This mixed - used human settlements development project is at an advanced implementation stage and will consist of 
25 000 housing units when completed. Progress on Cornubia projects to date includes: 

- Phase 1A consisting of 486 housing units is complete with beneficiaries having taken occupation. 

- Phase IB consisting of 2 186 units is under way 

- The Environmental Impact Assessment for Phase 2 has been approved. 

- A 70ha industrial estate infrastructure is complete and 90% sold 

- The Cornubia business hub is under construction as a standalone project, comprising a retail mall and call centre. 


It is envisaged that the development will create about 48 000 permanent jobs and 15 000 construction jobs sustained 
over 15 years. Apart from mixed land use, the development aims to create a better environment through the concept 
of walkability, connectivity, convenience, increased density and sustainability. 


Umhlanga Ridge Town Centre Development 


This development is set to transform Umhlanga with its cosmopolitan mix of residential, commercial and leisure 
development that includes 150 000 square metres of commercial and mixed-use space, 100 000 square metres of 
offices and 3 000 residential units, expecting to attract approximately R 10 billion in investments to the area and 
generate 65 000 construction jobs and 16 000 permanent jobs. Several large corporate office developments have 
already been established on the site. 


EThekwini Film City 


This is one of the largest private investments in the city to be located on the Natal Command site on the Durban 
beachfront. This R 7 billion project will comprise a number of components that work together to ensure economic 
viability. The development will be anchored by eThekwini Film Studios which will consist of sound stages and production 
workshops, the Walk of Fame, a television studio, editing suites, a back lot set area Midway Centre and a museum of 
South African cinema. This development will become the hub for the film industry and is expected to create 17,000 jobs 
during the construction phase and more than 8,000 jobs during operations.

INTRODUCTION 

Let me start by greeting everyone listening to this address on radio. Thank you for taking the time to tune in. 

It gives me great honour to present our budget for the 2016/2017 Financial Year, as well as reflect on the impressive 
scale of transformation the ANC-led City of eThekwini has achieved over these past five years of our term in office. 
The theme of this year’s budget and IDP process is “Together advancing people’s power in eThekwini”. 

This sitting takes place during the historic and important month, correctly declared as Africa month to celebrate the 
founding of the Organization of African Unity, known as the African Union, which played a central role towards 
decolonization of our Continent-Africa. We are of the firm view that as Africans, we share a common destiny and that 
South Africa’s development is intertwined with the development of the rest of the African continent! The violence 
associated with Xenophobia has no place in our democracy. 

Mr Speaker, on 26 th June 2016, our country, the continent and the rest of progressive forces will be celebrating 61 st 
Anniversary of the Freedom Charter, the most historic and democratic document ever adopted in the history of our 
country. It is pleasing that we are also marking the 20th anniversary of the adoption of the Constitution in South Africa, 
which was one of the significant turning points in the struggle for freedom in our country. This constitution is 
fundamentally informed by the Freedom Charter. Among other things, the 1996 Constitution of the Republic of South 
Africa has a preamble which says: 
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“We, the people of South Africa, recognise the injustices of our past and believe that South Africa belongs to all 
who live in it, united in our diversity.” 

To us, as the ANC-led eThekwini Municipality, the Freedom Charter remains our day to day guide into action for the 
development and extrication of the masses of our people from miserable conditions of poverty and 
underdevelopment. 

On the 16 th of June 2016, we commemorate the 40 th anniversary of the Soweto student uprising. This reminds us of 
the role young people played and those that died fighting against the unjust policies of the apartheid government 
that resulted in the Bantu Education Act in 1953. The selfless act of the Class of 1976 had a significant impact on 
the course of the liberation struggle and attainment of freedom and democracy. 

This year, eThekwini Municipality is celebrating 16 years of the final phase of local government transformation, 
since the establishment of the eThekwini Metro, which resulted from the amalgamation of seven separate Councils 
on 5 December 2000 after the local government elections. This Budget therefore coincides with the local 
government elections taking place on August 3. Thus, through this Budget we have an opportunity to account about 
the efforts and programmes that have been undertaken since 2011 to realise the objectives set out in our 

constitution and as elaborated in various government programmes. We present this detailed account of our 

successes guided by the advice of the greatest African intellectual and revolutionary from Guinea-Bissau, Amilcar 
Cabral when he said -- “Tell no lies, claim no easy victories”. 

Mr Speaker, before we provide our account to Council on what we have achieved in the last 5 years in office, we 
would like to place on record that our service delivery mandate has been formulated within the broader 

understanding of the role of local government in a developmental state. A developmental state is one that is 

determined to influence the direction and pace of economic development by directly intervening in the 
development process, rather than relying on the uncoordinated influence of market forces to allocate resources. 

Mr Speaker, we can say without fear of contradiction on behalf of the Titanic Army of our people, the African 
National Congress, that policies and programmes that we have pursued during the period under review were aimed 
at providing people the real freedom and rights contained in our Constitution. Since this Council was sworn into 
office in May 2011, we have seen a significant increase in the development of infrastructure that drives basic 
service delivery to all and provides a platform for economic growth. 

In this regard, we are pleased to inform Council that when we took office in May 2011, our budget was sitting at 
R31.7 billion and as we present the budget today, it has grown to R41.6 billion, which represent 31.2% increase. We 
remain a leading metro in South Africa in terms of revenue collection and the general financial prudence with 
which we continue to manage public funds! Our Capital budget has grown from R5.3 billion to R6.7 billion. Coupled 
with this achievement, we are sitting at over R6 billion in terms of cash-on-hand. 


The City has worked hard to protect the public purse and is moving with speed to render services in a fair, 
equitable, efficient and economic manner. Notwithstanding economic challenges facing South Africa as a whole, 
eThekwini Municipality’s finances are in a healthy state given its impressive debt collection rate. The Municipality 
has achieved a collection rate of 103 percent in 2014/2015 to 106 percent year-to-date in 2015/2016. This must 
compared to an excellent collection rate of 103.84 percent in 2012/2013 and 100.92 percent in 2011/2012. This is 
indeed commendable and can be attributed to strong revenue management in the City. 

During the period under review, the City has been honored with many outstanding awards. Amongst others: 

■ In 2015 and 2016, Durban was ranked the top South African City with the highest quality of life in the 
international Mercer survey. This proves that eThekwini Municipality has one of Africa’s best service delivery 
programmes and continues to make a positive impact in the lives of its 3.4 million residents.

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■ Worldwide Quality of Living Index Survey:

We have established the City Planning Commission, which is the first in the country. The main objective of the 
Commission is to guide the Municipality on a wide range of issues pertaining to the development of its long term 
growth and development strategy. This strategy is aligned to the strategic objectives and targets of the National 
Development Plan and the Provincial Growth and Development Strategy. To date a status of city development 
challenges has been developed and this work will be carried forward with the new administration. 

When we came into government, we promised the people that put us in power that we will deliver services, grow 
the economy and create job opportunities. Indeed, Mr Speaker we have lived up to our promise and have delivered. 
Indeed, eThekwini is a much better place than it was before 1994. Five years ago, 630 000 households had access to 
electricity, today over 685 000 households have electricity. From the 2011/2012 financial year to the 2014/15 
financial year, the proportion of households that do not have electricity has reduced from 33.6 percent to 27.5 
percent. 

Since July 2011 to date, eThekwini’s housing delivery is as follows: 

■ Over 20 888 Breaking New Ground (RDP) houses constructed. 

■ 4 944 houses built pre-1994 have been upgraded. 

■ 1 432 Social housing units facilitated. 

■ 746 new Community Residential Units have been constructed. 

■ 153 Gap houses have been facilitated. 

■ 2 677 rental stock has been transferred to tenants. 

Social housing is a rental arrangement. Social housing is facilitated by the municipality in that we provide land, 
access to services, and other assistance to Social Housing Institutions (non-profit organisations) who build and 
manage the stock. We direct where these kinds of developments should be built, and what the target market 
should be (household income of R3501 - R7500). We have two Social Housing Institutions in Durban. During 2015, 
another 5 organisations were accredited. We hope to see an expansion of this programme over the next few years. 
Gap housing is where we make sites available to a developer. The developer may choose to build rental stock or 
units for sale. These units should be targeted at households whose income is between R3501 and R15000. This is 
mainly the infill projects in areas like Chatsworth, Phoenix and Newlands. 

While the Municipality has a proud record in delivering housing opportunity, much is still to be done to address the 
current backlogs. Cornubia, the R25 billion Human Settlements Presidential Project undertaken by eThekwini 
Municipality, in partnership with other spheres of Government and Tongaat-Hulett, is aimed at significantly 
reducing the backlog. This project has not only created employment opportunities to 40 000 people but will also 
produce 25 000 houses over 15 to 20 years catering for a wide range of income levels. It is the first truly mixed-use 
and mixed income development which will address the dire need of housing in the Municipality. This development 
demonstrates that this democratic government does not just build houses, but we also look at achieving other 
goals, such as building united, non-racial settlements, to reverse the apartheid legacy which sought to divide our 
residents. The development will include substantial provisions for schools, clinics and amenities such as state of the 
art public transport infrastructure. 



In the last 5 years we have improved access to public services such as electricity, water, sanitation, roads, solid 
waste, community and emergency services and free basic services. The Municipality has rolled out a robust interim 
service delivery programme in informal settlements, where we have provided electricity, water and sanitation 
services as well as foot paths. While trying to provide adequate human settlement for our residents in some parts 
of the City, we built houses without installation of services. We still have challenges in human settlements. We 
need to improve on allocations policy. 

Secondly, we need to up the pace of actual delivery in line with migration patterns, rate or urbanisation and 
population growth. Thirdly, we need to look at issues related to land invasion which is setting us back in terms of 
housing delivery. Those that invade land tend to locate themselves in inhabitable environments that cause 
disasters. Fourthly, we must balance the needs of our people in the informal settlements but also take into account 
the needs of those living in formal houses and backyard dwellers. Lastly, we must never again build houses without 
services no matter how pressing the circumstances may be. 

We will continue to engage with Provincial Human Settlement Department regarding bridging funds that we need to 
recover from them. 

We have spent in excess of R3 billion to construct the Western and Northern Aqueducts, which are assisting us to 
assure long-term water supply to all our communities and to expand opportunities for economic development. In 
the past four years the Municipality has expanded its water services network to reach approximately 98.65 percent 
of the City’s residents. The 98.65 percent coverage is also indicative of an expansion of water services from 
852,000 households in 2010/2011 to over 933,000 households in 2014/2015. The Municipality recognises the 
importance of water as a key component in delivering a quality of life to its residents and will continue to assist the 
indigent to access this vital service through its free basic service delivery programme. EThekwini has a proud 
record in delivery of sustainable water service to its residents even during trying periods such as the current 
drought situation that exist throughout the Municipality and the province of KwaZulu-Natal. Residents and 
businesses will experience on-going interrupted water supply until there is sufficient rainfall. Weather predictions 
indicate that there will be minimal rainfall in the next few months; therefore the available storage will be further 
depleted if we don’t continue to savemorewater. 


Urmngeni Water has stipulated a 15 percent reduction in water demand. As a result, we must reduce water usage by 
the same amount in our homes and businesses. We have embarked on an awareness drive and installed water 
restrictors in order to curb the demand. We have resolved to upscale our community education programme to 
include door-to-door visits and community meetings to drive the message of water conservation. Another step that 
we have taken is to restrict water supply in affected areas from 9pm until 4am to allow reservoirs to fill up. In this 
way we can ensure that water is available to consumers during the day. The Municipality has been engaging 
businesses and public facilities to ensure their operational plans are in line with the current water management 
plan. While we implement measures to counter the effects of the drought, we want to ensure that business 
operations are not negatively affected. We are confident that our interventions will achieve the required water 
saving. However, if we are not able to achieve this, an option of limiting water supply during the day will be 
considered. Other initiatives by the Municipality to achieve the saving of water include pressure reduction, 
installation of water meter restrictors, fines and penalties for those with high water usage. 
To minimise the impact of intermittent supply of services, the city has purchased over 36 Water Tankers and 
sourced over 50 Tankers from the private sector. We will continue to monitor the impact of drought and apply 
other relevant interventions. 

In terms of good governance, Mr Speaker, all the measures we have put in place to strengthen our political 
oversight especially with regards to supply chain issues and irregular expenditure and strengthening internal 
controls have paid dividends. We have strategically moved from Manase report to clean audit, an indication of how 
we have improved our stewardship of public resources. We have put in place robust systems of governance to 
improve internal control environment through strengthening the internal audit unit and City Integrity and 
Investigations Unit. Furthermore, the roles of oversight committees like MPAC and audit committee have also 
improved and transformed the organization. The objective going forward is to sustain the clean audit outcomes and 
to make sure that there is a proper linkage between the clean audit and service delivery achievable. 


On the human resources front, we have done well in terms of employment equity implementation. However, we 
still need to ensure that all strategic vacancies are filled and finalise review of organograms to align with current 
mandates. In terms of dealing with corruption, we are pleased to record that there are no councilors doing business 
with the City. We hope that this achievement will be carried through in the new administration. In a concerted 
effort to rid the eThekwini Municipality of fraud and corruption, the City’s Integrity and Investigations Unit (CIIU) 
has dismissed 51 Municipal employees found guilty of the unscrupulous practice in the last financial year. A total of 
392 matters were reported to his Unit in the 2014/15 financial year. Out of those, 208 investigations were 
completed, 13 people resigned while being investigated, 51 were dismissed, a further 39 were criminally charged 
and 82 companies were blacklisted. 

On the bridging the digital front and the Smart City concept, the city has rolled out over 1500 kilometres of optic 
fibre cables. This has enabled the city to connect all public facilities and to provide free WIFI in all municipal 
libraries. Before the end of June we expect to launch Free Wifi in all the major townships, rural areas and areas 
around universities or where there is a high concentration of students. We hope that this will help to enhance 
access to research material for learners and also facilitate business development. It is our intention to also 
facilitate the establishment of Digital Hubs throughout eThekwini to facilitate general development ICT products 

Other interventions that we are proud of and worth mentioning relate to our poverty alleviation programme. We 
have supported communities through 85 community gardens and the establishment of 54 Soup Kitchens. We want to 
sustain these efforts as over 27 000 people are supported per day, which really demonstrates that we are indeed a 
caring city. We just need to improve the management of these centres to yield even better returns. The city 
continues to eradicate the backlogs of community infrastructure through the construction of clinics, libraries and 
community halls and Thusong Centres. Amongst our achievement is this regard we count the new Post-Apartheid 
Museum at Cator Manor and the roll-out of out-door gym facilities. To date, the Municipality has created the 
highest number of work opportunities with the figure totalling 134 883, which is higher than any other City in South 
Africa. 

The road that we have traversed thus far is rosy but fraught with many challenges. In this regard, the spate of 
murders in hostels remains a major concern that the new administration must continue to address. The safety and 
security measures put in place must be reinforced. All the major infrastructure developments including the 
construction of new Community Residential Units must be expedited. The 2016/17 Budget seeks to address some of 
these challenges. 

BUDGET FOR 2016/17 

Mr Speaker, it is important to present an overview of South Africa’s economic outlook to provide context to the 
budget we are presenting today. When tabling the budget vote for the National Treasury on 4 May 2016, Minister of 
Finance, Pravin Gordhan pointed out that the “world economy remains a difficult and uncertain environment.” 
From trade agreements, to climate change negotiations, financial stability arrangements and international tax 
cooperation, progress is too slow and the gap between rich and poor nations is not narrowing rapidly enough. In 
February, National Treasury indicated that the South African economy would grow at 0.9 percent in 2016, 
recovering to 1.7 percent in 2017. But several observers have lowered their growth expectations even further. 
There has been an increase in consumer price inflation, partly because of the impact of drought conditions on food 
prices. But they remain confident that their fiscal targets for the period ahead will be met. 

Government has affirmed that it will stay on the course of sound fiscal management and focus on fiscal 
consolidation and debt stabilization in the medium term. The focus is on implementing the National Development 
Plan, in particular growth inducing initiatives. Government is also fast tracking economic reforms aimed at 
alleviating the most binding constraints to growth and to build a more competitive economy. 

This budget is therefore a strategic response to the economic climate. But it also represents the views of residents 
and business and other stakeholders canvassed during public budget hearings, and the need to address spatial 
development challenges to drive the agenda of integrated zones. This budget also responds to the development 
needs of the new areas incorporated into eThekwini Municipality’s boundaries and the expansion of ours wards from 
103 to 110. 
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Consistent with the above, the priorities to be addressed during the 2016/17 financial year are: 


■ Service delivery backlogs; 

■ Human settlements; 

■ Youth and women empowerment; 

■ Economic growth and development; 

■ Financial sustainability; 

■ Climate change mitigation and adaption; 

■ Water and drought challenges; 

■ Access to public transport; 

■ Human capital development; 

■ Creating a safer City; and 

■ Creating a socially cohesive City 

We would like to thank residents, businesses and all our stakeholders who provided input during the public 
consultation meetings. The contribution of communities during the budget and IDP Izimbizo was critical in ensuring 
that we deepen participatory democracy and take the views of the public into account in setting our priorities for 
the next financial year. Mr Speaker, we are pleased to report to Council today that as a result of issues raised 
during the public participation process, we have set aside a block sum of R3 million per ward for the next three 
years that will address issues like electricity, water, roads, sanitation and housing. 

For the next three years we are targeting, amongst others, to: 

■ Build 15 500 houses; 

■ Provide 12 538 serviced sites; 

■ Provide 1090 gap market housing opportunities; 

■ Upgrade 1 400 pre-1994 housing stock; 

■ Install 37 500 water connections including newly incorporated areas; 

■ Install 24 000 sewer connections; 

■ Provide 10 500 rural sanitation; 

■ Provide 90 000 electricity connections; 

■ Upgrade 174 clinics; 

■ Create 90 000 Expanded Public Works Programme opportunities; 

■ Convert 38 kilometres of gravel to black-top; and 

■ Construction of four fire stations. 

We are also pleased to report to Council that in line with our commitment to address the plight of young people, 
we have set an amount of above R100 million for youth programmes. We are also finalizing detailed plans and new 
funding to support small, micro and medium enterprises targeting youth, women, military veterans and other 
strategic interest groups. This initiative will also be supported by our artisans’ programme which is highlighted 
below. 

As a broad response to the macro-economic context, we propose the following interventions, amongst others: 

■ All contracts greater than R40 million will include specifications for Black Economic Empowerment work 
opportunities and 0.25 percent of the contract amount to be set aside for skills development; 

■ Austerity measures in place and those being developed will include elimination of programmes that do not 
add value for money; 

■ The annual borrowing of R1 billion has been reviewed and 70 percent of this amount which is R700 million, 
will be borrowed in the current year. Future year borrowings are being reviewed, to ensure that we borrow 
prudently with a focus on borrowing to fund catalytic and other large projects; and 

■ Reprioritization of operating and capital budgets to respond to the economic climate without reducing the 
quality of life. 
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SKILLS AND YOUTH DEVELOPMENT 


To demonstrate our commitment to youth development and empowerment, we have set up a Youth Office which 
facilitates all youth programmes in the city. The development of skilled youth is critical in our economy. We will 
facilitate the training of 10 000 youth as artisans over the next three years. This programme will cost R741 million. 
We have partnered with local Universities in training programmes to ensure we have the skills required for 
economic growth. 


The following job creation and skills development initiatives are undertaken by the municipality in support of 
government’s call to address unemployment and create job opportunities: 

■ We use 943 plumbing contractors on a rotational basis to undertake water related services. We are 
currently looking to employ additional plumbers to improve turnaround time; 

■ 1 250 caretakers employed at ablution facilities with a further 50 to be employed this year as further 
ablution facilities are completed; 

■ 366 Community Based Contractors employing about 1 770 people for Refuse Removal services; 

■ 31 graduate engineers employed under the Water mentorship programme; 

■ 140 Community Based Contractors utilised in the roll out of rural water and sanitation projects; 

■ For Zibambele Poverty Alleviation R88.6m has been budgeted and will create further jobs. 

■ We have a training programme in partnership with business in the Blackburn Training Centre to train up¬ 
coming construction contractors. 


The Municipality has also adopted the ‘Expanded Public Works Programme’, a National Government initiative which 
seeks to address unemployment and poverty alleviation. This programme has created over 11 000 work 
opportunities in the City through providing temporary employment and will continue to do so in the future. The 
artisan development programme will create 10 000 work opportunities over the next three years of the Medium 
term Revenue and Expenditure Framework period. The project will be funded through savings from the 
maintenance budget. Another initiative which has contributed to economic transformation through a 
comprehensive skills advancement programme is the Zibambele Poverty Alleviation programme, which has created 
about 6 000 jobs. 

In addition to our mandated capital spend on service delivery the Municipality’s focus is in developing a sustainable 
City for our communities and boosting the rates and services income whilst also creating employment. To this end 
we have in place 65 flagship investment projects which is likely to generate about 680 000 permanent new jobs in 
our region. In addition the recently adopted Economic Development Incentive policy seeks to attract development 
to the city by offering incentives with a long term view in growing city revenue. 


THE OCEAN ECONOMY 

The Port of Durban plays a critical role in the R20 billion annual contribution by maritime economy to the GDP. 

To enhance this comparative advantage, the City has embarked on the following programmes namely: 

■ The establishment of the Maritime Cluster which is funded by the City through grants on an annual basis. 
The cluster comprises of maritime industry players such as government departments, private sector and 
civic organization representatives. The main purpose is to conceptualise and drive maritime industry 
development programmes such as skills development, incubation of SMMEs in the sector and broader 
transformation of the industry. 

■ The City is anticipating the commissioning of the Dig-out Port around the year 2024. We have finalised the 
Back of Port Local Area Plan, which must be implemented going forward as part of future investments to 
the City. 
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■ The City supports the development of the cruise industry as part of maritime industry development. This 
includes the facilitation of approvals for a cruise terminal at the Port of Durban which is due to be 
completed at about the same time as Port Waterfront Development. 

■ The City, in partnership with Transnet, National Department of Tourism, Tourism KZN and MSC Cruise 
company hosted a successful oceans economy conference in the month of February 2016. The main 
highlight of that Conference was sharing experiences of how successful cities in the world plan and finance 
the cruise industry support infrastructure. 

■ Emanating from the abovementioned conference, the City was requested to participate in Operation 
Phakisa's coastal tourism lab which was hosted by the Departments of Economic Development and Tourism 
over a period of 5 weeks. The Durban Point Waterfront, Virginia Airport redevelopment, Film Studio and 
Suncoast extension were identified as key projects to be supported through this programme. 


TOWNSHIP RENEWAL 

To date, extensive investment has been made in townships including Bridge City, the Mpumalanga New Town 
Centre, Umlazi, Clermont-KwaDabeka and KwaMashu as part of our Township Renewal Programme. Umlazi Mega 
City is strategically located and serves the residents of Umlazi and Lamontville boasting a number of retail stores 
and food outlets. 

The R300 million KwaMnyandu Shopping Centre and public realm upgrade is a partnership between the eThekwini 
Municipality, Passenger Rail Association of South Africa, and the KwaMnyandu Shopping Centre Ltd. The centre was 
officially opened in 2014. The shopping centre was a catalyst for further investment in the area. The public will 
also benefit from an upgraded train station together with an intermodal transport hub that will allow shoppers easy 
access between rail and taxis. Over 800 jobs were created during construction with a further 700 permanent and 
250 part time jobs created. In 2014 to further bring Municipal services closer to the people, especially in previously 
underserviced areas, a new Sizakala Customer Service Centre was opened at KwaMnyandu Shopping Mall. The area 
was previously serviced by one Sizakala Centre at Umlazi Mega City. 

Before 1994, the Clermont Township was a neglected township characterised by poorly managed public space and 
dirt roads. The township was largely unkempt by the then regime as punishment to the community because of their 
resistance to apartheid. Since 1994 there have been significant changes to the quality of life for the majority of the 
Clermont community. Over time the roads have been tarred, other essential services such as water and electricity 
were provided to the broader community. The development of the Sizakala Centre in the town centre was catalytic 
investment that brought significant foot traffic into the town centre. Other interventions by the Municipality 
include the upgrade of Zazi Road in 2006 and the construction of Zazi Road Taxi rank have brought impetus for 
reinvestment by the private sector, which includes the Boxer Punch supermarket, and Ellerines Furniture. Other 
small scale investments have been made by local business owners such as the construction of the Community 
Doctors Surgery, revamp of the Zulu Pot restaurant and the re-opening of the local filling station. Different spheres 
of government have participated in developing infrastructure within Clermont. This includes the development of 
the training facility for the 2010 World Cup. The Sugar Ray Xulu Stadium was built as a World Cup legacy project 
and included complementary infrastructure such as the upgrade of the stadium access road and the Clermont 
swimming pool respectively. 

Lastly, the Mpumalanga New Town Centre Project is a project emanating from the Municipality’s Integrated 
Development Plan (IDP) and Metropolitan Spatial Development Framework Plan which identifies the Mpumalanga 
area as a “Mixed Investment Node”. In terms of the city’s IDP, “Unblocking development through strategic land use 
intervention” was a specific programme which investigated land use and business development in former R293 
Township areas such as Mpumalanga Township. In 2007, through funding made available by National Treasury, the 
project was kick started. The project followed a multi partnership approach between government departments and 
private sector. The partnership culminated first in the delivery of a 18000 square metre shopping centre which 
currently employees some 350 people, 80 percent of which are locally based employees. 
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CATALYTIC PROJECTS 


Mr Speaker, we have adopted a long term strategic view when it comes to the manner in which we pursue the 
implementation of infrastructure projects in our city. We will do this through a pipeline of catalytic projects. 
These are high impact projects that yield a large number of jobs. These catalytic projects are not only the 
backbone for our city’s economy, some of them will change the face our city forever. Our catalytic projects are 
helping us address historical imbalances associated with separatist planning. 

Also high on the City’s agenda is the promotion of mixed-use development, racial and spatial integration through 
Built Environment Performance Plan (BEPP) and Spatial Development Framework (SDF). The main objective of our 
catalytic projects is to facilitate the long-term empowerment and active participation of African people, in 
particular, in the property development industry. We also want to make it possible for ordinary residents of 
eThekwini to invest in these developments. 

The City’s “One Stop Shop” has been established and it is a dedicated service for big and largely commercial 
developments in the City to facilitate job creation and economic growth. It will be launched soon. It provides 
advisory services and support for new and existing investors as well as developers on new investment opportunities 
and best locations for such. This is in line with the City’s planning and economic development plans. The one stop 
shop service will improve the efficiencies in dealing with development planning applications and general land 
assemble issues. The overall goal is to ensure that eThekwini Municipality becomes an investor and developer 
friendly destination. Importantly, we would like to acknowledge the role that has been played by other government 
departments and entities as well as the private sector in some of these projects. It is indeed clear that if we all 
work together towards a common goal, we can achieve our vision. 


POINT DEVELOPMENT 

We are pleased to announce that the Point Waterfront Development has now finally been unlocked. We are 
commencing with infrastructure delivery in June 2016. Once completed, the project will generate R25 billion worth 
of investment, approximately 11 000 jobs during construction and 7000 more permanent jobs. We thank all 
stakeholders who worked hand-in-hand with the City in making this project a reality in our lifetime. 

WARWICK JUNCTION 

Warwick Junction is a major economic node, both in terms of formal and economic activities. There are plan afoot 
to upgrade this note which will result in a clean and hygienic environment, reduce crime and build investor 
confidence in excess of over R1 billion. Complementary upgrades include a proposed improvement of the Berea 
train station complex by the Passenger Rail Agency of South Africa, retail facilities and student accommodation. 

The Cornubia Human Settlements project with a total estimated investment value of R25 billion in current prices in 
buildings and infrastructure is at an advanced implementation stage. 

Progress to-date on the Cornubia projects is as follows: 

■ Phase 1A consisting of 486 housing units is complete and beneficiaries have moved into their new homes; 

■ Phase IB consisting of 2186 units are near completion; 

■ A 70 hectare industrial estate infrastructure is complete and 90 percent sold; 

■ The Cornubia Business Hub is currently under construction as a stand-alone project, comprising a retail mall 
and call centre. 

The development is envisaged to create about 48 000 permanent jobs and approximately 15 000 construction jobs 
sustained over a 15 year period. Rates generation will amount to over R300 million per annum. Apart from mixed 
land uses, the development aims to create better environments through the concept of walkability, connectivity, 
convenience, increased density and sustainability. 
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GolDurban is the biggest infrastructural project that the city has ever undertaken with an investment of about R22 
billion over 13 years. The Corridor3 which runs from Bridge City to Pinetown Central Business District and parts of 
the route are at an advanced stage of implementation. This is a legacy transport project that will benefit future 
generations. The economic nodes will provide investment opportunities, while mixed use developments will 
endorse the planning philosophy of live/work/play environments. Furthermore, the identification of state-owned 
land for high density development will sustain the Corridor. We are also happy that all the work stoppage that have 
occurred which sought to undermine the development have been resolved. We must now work with all stakeholders 
to negotiate outstanding issues. 

Another exciting project in the pipeline is the Centrum site development which aims to develop a new mixed-use 
precinct. This includes developing new public service buildings such as the City Library and Natural Sciences 
Museum and Municipal Complex and Government Boulevard. An urban design framework has been completed. The 
City has received commitment in writing from the National Department of Public Works to relocate all government 
offices to Centrum Site. This will ensure convenience and accessibility to members of the public. The next big steps 
are the construction of the underground IRPTN station, offices and control centre. Furthermore, investors will now 
be invited to invest on the precinct. 

Dube TradePort is part of Africa’s first purpose-built Aerotropolis, which is an initiative designed to drive 
investment, stimulate growth, create jobs and develop skills around the airport precinct. DubeTrade Port has 
already attracted more than R1.4 billion in private sector investment over the past five years, creating some 15 000 
jobs. The Aerotropolis strategy has been adopted by the Provincial Department of Economic Development. The City 
has facilitated investment into DTP by Samsung thereby creating more jobs. Futhermore, DubeTrade Port has 
received an Industrial Development Zone status. 

Keystone is a R6 billion light industrial and logistics bub in Mpumalanga/ Intshanga area. It is anticipated that the 
Mr Price Group Warehouse as an anchor tenant will be completed by 30 June 2016. This development will bring 
much needed growth in the area and create jobs. The complementary upgrade of the MR385 interchange to be 
constructed in partnership with the Department of Transport and the developer, which is subject to Council 
approval, will improve accessibility and economic growth in the area. The South Densification Corridor seeks to 
connect key economic nodes with underprivileged township areas. 

There are plans to utilise the currently vacant and abandoned Umbilo and Congella Sports Club to introduce a 
mixed use, high density residential cluster which will complement the Go Durban developments in that area the 
same will be done for Montclair and Umlazi W-Section. The next big step is to identify investors to develop each of 
these nodes 

The Durban Iconic Tower is a mixed-use commercial and tourism property development to the tune of R5.5 billion. 
This development will lead to the tallest building in Africa and Southern Hemisphere, which will place Durban on 
the global stage. It will be a major attraction for tourists and locals alike. It is estimated that the development will 
yield R102 million in rates revenue and create over 5000 jobs. 

The next big step will be to finalise unsolicited bid related to the lease agreement. 

The Clairwood Logistics Park is a large scale logistics themed property development valued at R3.5 billion. There 
will be 358 000 square metres of logistics related and commercial development. There will be 2000 construction 
jobs, and 5000 permanent jobs. The City will benefit from the estimated R70 million rates revenue. We have 
facilitated rezoning and scheme review for the development to go ahead. 

The Natal Command Film and Entertainment Complex this is large scale film, entertainment, retail and 
residential property development estimated at R3.5 billion. This niche development will yield rates income, 
temporary and permanent jobs as well as boost inner city tourism. The next step will be to finalise land issues such 
as the transfer of land from National Department of Public Works to the City and further negotiations with the 
prospective developer. 

The South lllovo Auto Supplier Park Development project was adopted by Council in 2013 as part of the local area 
development plan. The 100 hectare site will be ready for construction by mid-2018 and fully operational 
thereafter. This will boost the automotive cluster especially against the backdrop of the investment by Toyota. 
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UMHLANGA TOWN CENTRE AND TOURISM NODE URBAN RENEWAL PROGRAMME 


Recent developments in terms of the Pearls and the Oceans are now catalysing the Umhlanga area even further. 
The uMhlanga area plays an important economic role, both as a commercial and retail hub in the north, and more 
especially as a key tourism destination as part of the broader Durban tourism offering. 

The City must continue to ensure that road transport networks are improved to accommodate these developments. 


AGRI-PARK 

The City is working with the office of the President, Department of Social Development, the Office of the Premier, 
the Department of Agriculture and Rural Development, Economic Development, the Department of Cooperative 
Governance and Traditional Affairs to create an alternative agricultural value chain which will benefit in particular 
existing and emerging farmers. This promises to be a multi-billion-rand development programme that will be 
launched in the current financial year. We have committed R15 million to kick-start the project and during 
adjustment budgets we will identify additional funds. Government will work with Amakhosi (traditional leaders) in 
implementing this project which will lead to radical transformation of commercial agriculture in our province. 

In addition to the above there are other projects that are in the pipeline mainly:

• RIVERTOWN DEVELOPMENT

BUDGET OVERVIEW 

In terms of the budget overview, the 2016/17 consolidated Budget of R41.6 billion supports government’s 
commitment to broadening service delivery, attracting investors and expanding investment in infrastructure. 

Mr. Speaker, we have positioned the Municipality as a key investment destination capable of unlocking 
development opportunities which have included bringing the marginalised into the mainstream economy and 
providing support to historically disadvantaged communities. 

OPERATING BUDGET 

When looking at the operating budget, allow me, Mr Speaker, to deal with the operational expenditure budget 
which funds the continued provision of services provided by the Municipality. The operating budget increased from 
R 30.1 billion in 2014/15 to R 33.1 billion in 2015/16. This amount will increase to R 34.9 billion in 2016/17. The 
increase in the operating budget is mainly driven by the cost of bulk purchases of water and electricity, the cost of 
addressing service delivery backlogs, repairs and maintenance of infrastructure, employee related costs as a result 
of filling of vacancies and provision for salary increase and the impact of capital spending on the operating 
expenditure. 

The main driving costs to the city’s R 34.9 billion Operating Expenditure for 2016/17 is attributed to: 

R 5.9 billion for water services: 

Water services are provided to approximately 946 000 consumers via 327 storage facilities, 98 pumps stations and 5 
purification works. The maintenance of these facilities and the reticulation network is vital to ensure that the 
system is capacitated to deliver at acceptable standards. 
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The capacity to provide the service effectively and efficiently is a critical component in the delivery of sustainable 
basic services, for the improvement of a healthy living environment and in the support of economic development. 
Due to the increase in demand, projects to increase the capacity of the bulk water supply in certain areas will 
continue. 

R 1.9 billion for cleansing and solid waste 

■ Community based contractors R 276 million 

■ Staff Expenditure R 547 million 

■ Refuse Bags R 92 million 

■ Repairs and Maintenance R 83 million 

A refuse removal service is provided once a week to over 945 000 households, both formal and informal. 
Approximately 74 million refuse bags are distributed and over 963 tons of refuse is removed annually, creating a 
healthy and sustainable environment for all. The City’s services also include the transportation of domestic, 
commercial and industrial waste, the management of landfill sites, street cleaning and litter removal services. The 
Municipality engages community based contractors as well as major contractors to provide domestic refuse 
collection and litter picking in their contracted areas. All major streets are cleaned on a daily basis and the Central 
Business District streets are swept three times daily. High pressure washing of streets and pavements takes place at 
night. 

R 1.8 billion attributed to sanitation services 

The service relates to the collection and treatment of waste water produced in the city. Approximately 491 000 
Kilolitres of effluent flows into the treatment works daily. A vast infrastructure network of sewer pipeline, pump 
stations and waste water treatment works are operated and maintained to achieve this. The municipality also 
provides services to the rural areas via environmentally friendly and innovative ways of sanitation disposal, while 
developing community ablution facilities within informal settlements. 

R 12.5 billion allocated for electricity services 

Electricity services are provided to over 730 000 customers within the city and surrounding areas. The aim of the 
unit is to provide electricity, public lighting and other energy services to all sectors of the community and provide 
energy solutions that promote business growth and enhanced economic stimulation. The electrical network which 
includes 152 major substations is progressively expanded to cater for growth and new connections. The 
electrification of Rural and Informal Settlement’s programme will continue with new prepaid customer 
connections. 

R 1.8 billion for engineering services 

The municipality provides engineering, building and built environmental infrastructure, surveying and land 
information services. This includes the maintenance of the tarred and gravel municipal road network spanning over 
8 000 kilometres and sidewalks, the storm-water systems of pipes, open drains and canals as well as the design and 
construction of road and bridge infrastructure. 

R 3.1 billion for community and emergency services 

These entail the operation and maintenance of facilities which include 336 soccer fields, 163 community halls, 141 
parks, 57 cemeteries, 96 libraries, 16 museums and 52 swimming pools. The municipality also maintains 260 000 
hectares of verges in the municipal area. The municipality’s Health services provide primary health care at 59 
clinics. The Disaster management and emergency control provide emergency services on a daily basis across the 
municipal area. In addition the municipality operates and maintains 20 fire stations and over 350 CCTV cameras not 
merely surveillance but to enhance service delivery. 
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FREE BASIC SERVICES 


The Municipality provides free basic services to assist the most vulnerable members of our community. The cost of 
this social package is partially funded from the equitable share of R 2.3bn provided by National Government. This 
package will assist poor households by providing access to water, electricity and sanitation. 

Our social package has, over the years, developed into an ambitious programme geared to integrating and 
delivering social services to the needy. 


Assessment Rates: 

■ Residential Properties valued up to R 185 000 will be exempt from paying rates. All other properties valued 
above R 185 000, the first R 120 000 no rates charged 

■ Pensioners, child-headed households, disability grantees and the medically boarded are exempt from 
paying rates on the first R 460 000 of their property value (This amount is inclusive of the R 120 000 
mentioned above). 

■ No rates levied on the first R 30 000 value of vacant land. 


Water: 


■ The first 9 kilolitres of water is free to households with property values under R 250 000. 


Electricity: 

■ The first 50 kilowatt hours of electricity is free to residents using less than 150kwh per month in Eskom 
reticulated areas. 

■ The first 65 kilowatt hours of electricity is free to residents using less than 150 kilowatt hours per month in 
eThekwini reticulated areas. 


Refuse Removal: 

■ Residential property valued up to R 250 000 exempt from domestic refuse removal tariff. In addition, a free 
basic refuse removal service is also available to indigent consumer units living in rural, informal 
settlements and non-kerbside residents. 


Sanitation: 

■ The first 9 kilolitres of effluent disposal is exempt for all properties with values under R 250 000. In 
addition, a free basic service is also available to indigent consumer units with VIP’s, urine diversion toilets 
and in informal settlements serviced by means of a toilet/ablution block within 200 metres. 
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CAPITAL BUDGET 


Mr Speaker, let us now turn to our capital budget, which has been set at R6.7 billion. 

Our Major Capital Programmes in the Medium-Term Capital Budget will provide: 

■ New housing developments and interim servicing of informal settlements totalling R3.3 billion; 

■ EThekwini Transport Authority road upgrade of R3.6 billion; 

■ An amount of R1.0 billion to address community service backlogs; 

■ An amount of R1 .7 billion for electricity infrastructure; 

■ Our roads rehabilitation and reconstruction programme, with new access roads amountto R1.62billion 

■ An amount of R120 million for the water loss intervention programme; 

■ For Wastewater Treatment Works upgrades and expansions, a total of R644.6 million has been budgeted; 

■ An amount of R610.7 million has been budgeted for the Northern Aqueduct and R338 million for the 
Western Aqueduct projects. The project is currently underway and will be implemented in phases. By 
2018 we can assure residents that there will be a significant improvement in the water supply; 

■ An amount of R212. 5 million has been budgeted for town centre renewals nodal developments. 


TARIFF INCREASES 

Tariffs have been drafted taking into account the current economic climate, increase in bulk purchases cross 
subsidisation, slow growth percentages and the decrease in consumption of water and electricity. The increase of 
bulk purchases of water and electricity is beyond the control of the Municipality. These are attributed to a 9.4% 
Eskom increase approved by the National Energy Regulator of South Africa and an 11.5% increase by the Umgeni 
Water Board. 

This is further affected by the decrease in consumption of both these utilities due to the implementation of energy 
efficient initiatives and current drought conditions respectively. However, to maintain sustainable service delivery, 
the City has to ensure sustainable revenue streams from revenue generating services. 

The main tariff increases for the 2016/17 financial year are: 

■ 6.9 % for assessment rates 

■ 12.5% for residential water 

■ 15.9 % for business water 

■ 7.64 % for electricity charges 

■ 9.9 % for sanitation 

■ 7.9 % for refuse removal 

The significant contributory factor for the increase in levels of rates and service charges must be viewed in the 
context of the percentage increases of bulk purchases of both Eskom and Umgeni Water. Our country is under 
immense strain as a result of drought crisis. EThekwini Municipality held its first Drought Relief Business Indaba on 
18 May 2016, which not only looked at practical ways the City’s business sector could assist in saving water, but 
also how both parties can work together during the implementation of all new City by-laws. Furthermore, the 
adverse impacts of the current economic climate coupled with unfavourable external pressures on services, make 
tariff increases higher than the CPI levels inevitable. 


GOOD GOVERNANCE 

In terms of good governance, Mr Speaker, all the measures we have put in place to strengthen our political 
oversight especially with regards to supply chain issues and irregular expenditure and strengthening internal 
controls have paid dividends. The objective going forward is to sustain the Clean Audit outcomes and to ensure that 
there is a proper linkage between Clean Audit and service delivery. Secondly, corruption deprives the poor. Curbing 
corruption will remain one of our pillars of clean governance. 
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Thirdly, we must put proper capacity development and induction programmes for new Councillors to ensure that 
we don’t drop the ball. The City has worked hard to protect the public purse and is moving with speed to render 
services in a fair, equitable, efficient and economic manner. 


DURBAN TRANSPORT 

During the course of 2015/2016, we introduced mechanisms to end the disruption of bus services in eThekwini. We 
set up an intervention team to oversee the financial management of bus operations to ensure resources are used 
for the intended purposes. We also resolved to establish a municipal entity to run bus operations in the City. 

Mr Speaker, we are confident that the intervention made by this Council will ensure that we continue to provide a 
safe and reliable bus transport service as many of our residents, students and workers depend on this mode of 
transport. 

MUNICIPAL ENTITIES 

Our Municipal entities, namely uShaka Marine World and the Inkosi Albert Luthuli International Convention Centre 
(ICC), have done extremely well in meeting their mandate and also receiving clean audits. 

The strategic objective now is to provide them with resources to allow them to compete at a new level. 

In this regard we want to invest further into the expansion of the ICC in line with our Chicago experience. We 
expect to further invest in Ushaka Marine World and continue to engage with Universal Studios to establish a 
presence in Durban. 


EVENTS 

We continue to use events as leverage platforms in terms of encouraging visitors not only to attend the event but 
to showcase what the city and the province have to offer, and encouraging visitors to return. In July we will be 
hosting the 21 st International AIDS Conference where we will be welcoming over 20 000 delegates to the City. This 
is a major milestone more especially since we are hosting the event for the second time. This year we are also 
launching Essence Festival, which is a signature event that which is on par or even greater when compared to Cape 
Town Jazz Festival and Macufe. For the Essence Festival we are focusing on the creative industry and 
empowerment of women and youth on the business side. 

The City has won the rights to host the 2022 Commonwealth Games. This is expected to create jobs and boost the 
local economy and bring many benefits to the city over the longer term. The Games will underpin the City’s 
growing reputation as an events capital of the continent and may act as a major boost towards achieving the 
ambitious visitor targets set in the Municipality’s Tourism Strategy leading up to 2022. More than 80 percent of the 
facilities for the Games already exist. The vast majority of all facilities including nine of the 10 core sports are 
within the 2.5 kilometre radius making travelling in and round the area easy and convenient. The City of Durban is 
well on track with preparations to host the Games. The most critical issue is to ensure that all structures are in 
place to manage the games by all three spheres of government and to implement the necessary infrastructure for 
the games. 


CLEAN AND MAINTAIN MY CITY 

The Clean and Maintain my City campaign was officially launched in 2014, in response to service delivery and social 
challenges identified in certain parts of the City. Like all cities in a developing world, our inner City faces urban 
decay with its associated challenges including By-Law infringements, derelict buildings, litter, pollution and social 
ills. The City is in a process of finalizing its inner city regeneration strategy and the focus is to deal with the above 
mentioned challenges. 
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Precinct management is the approach to urban planning which will be used to regenerate the inner City and other 
secondary CBD’s in the same way as it has succeeded in other parts of the City such as Umhlanga and recently 
Florida Road. Precinct management is a partnership between business and the City, where an elevated level of 
service is provided for demarcated precincts by way of contribution by both parties in a manner that enhances 
investments and business confidence in those precincts. 

As part of the broader response to crime and enforcement of By Laws and in preparation for Commonwealth Games 
we will expand Metro Police by about 600 members for the next three years. In addition, Security Management 
Services will also be expanded to offer additional security measures. We are also continuing the expansion of CCTV 
cameras as part of our crime prevention drive. 

The Clean and Maintain My City campaign focuses on the following key issues: 

■ Cleanliness and maintenance 

■ Addressing Social ills 

■ By-laws enforcement and compliance 

■ Abuse and vandalism of municipal infrastructure and services 


The objectives of the campaign are to: 

■ Educate residents, youth , business and visitors about the importance of keeping a clean and well 
maintained city 

■ Maintain and improve the appearance of the city 

■ Ensure compliance and enforcement of By-Laws 

■ Achieve broader objectives of environmental management 

The campaign focus areas are: 

■ Urban renewal and regeneration 

■ Community and social upliftment 

■ Communications and stakeholder mobilisation 

■ Law enforcement and security 

■ Asset management 

The campaign is a clarion call to all citizens to actively support the programme through partnering with the City 
and taking part in education campaigns. The programme is about reclaiming our City. 

Within this campaign, Qalakabusha - which means ‘a new start’ was born to help reunite homeless people with 
their families and reintegrate them to society. The Qalakabusha programme has yielded a number of successes. 
More than 1 200 people were seen and issued with yellow referral cards to access services at Denis Hurley Centre 
where Screening and Psycho Social Support is offered. To-date 459 people have been screened and counselled by 
the social workers, 109 drug users have been admitted to the Newlands Park Rehabilitation and Sitholimpilo 
Rehabilitation Centre in Port Shepstone. Over 40 people were linked with Opportunities Centre for job readiness 
life skills training and 54 were involved in Sports Development programmes to facilitate rehabilitation and 
preparation for inpatient treatment. Around 35 people were involved in Wellness Centre Trust skills programme 
which took place at the Green Hub every Saturday for 12 weeks. 

Going forward, the City needs to finalise the construction of an alternative home for the homeless as well as street 
children by working together with the Social Development and Health Departments. The prevalence of drugs and 
substance abuse in our society, requires the same level of focus and commitment of resources as we have done in 
dealing with the scourge of HIV/AIDS. 
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The Municipality has recently approved its Durban Climate Change Strategy and is in the process of developing an 
implementation plan. The Municipality is at the forefront of global biodiversity, climate change adaptation and 
resilience agendas with the joining of the C40 Cities Climate Leadership, a global network of cities committed to 
tackling climate change and increasing urban resilience. We are also part of the 100 resilient cities programme. 


The incoming Council will have to ensure that its programmes seek to implement the 2030 sustainable development 
goals as part of long term planning for the City. 


CONCLUSION 


Mr Speaker development that is envisaged going forward requires commitment from all stakeholders and other 
spheres of government to achieve our collective aspirations. We want to categorically state that in our democracy 
public protests are allowed. However, we must act strongly against those that destroy public facilities in the name 
of democracy. We also are against the “phenomena” of so-called businesses that want to stop work and prevent 
Council employees from carrying out the work required by residents. In this regard, we also call on law 
enforcement agencies to act decisively against these culprits who want to render our City ungovernable. We cannot 
be compelled to undermine Supply-Chain Management policies in the interest of a few individuals. 


However, we will continue to look at radical economic transformation to ensure that there is a fair and equitable 
opportunities and resources for all those that seek opportunities. Part of what we are looking at earmarking set-off 
contracts to empower women and youth in various areas of our responsibility and in respect of the good and 
services we procure using competitive tendering. We also appeal to workers not to use unreasonable means to 
demonstrate their grievance. In the same vein, we must also act speedily and honestly to address issue that affect 
employees. This is critical to create a harmonious labour relations environment. 


Everything that we have done since we have been in office has been geared towards changing the materiel 
conditions of our people. This budget is really our instrument to enhance that. 


Mr Speaker, fellow councillors and officials, Investors as well as every citizen of eThekwini and beyond who has 
supported us and to all our citizens that we have served with humility and will continue to serve, I, Sikhosiphi 
James Nxumalo, the Mayor of eThekwini, hereby table the 2016/17 Budget for adoption.

1.2.6 EXEMPTIONS, REBATES AND REDUCTIONS 

That the following reductions on the market value of the property and rebates on the rates payable, be and are 
hereby granted in accordance with the Rates Policy. 


1.2.6.1 RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY 

That in addition to the statutory reduction of R 15 000, a further reduction of R 105 000 be and is hereby approved 
for property values exceeding R 185 000. The conversion of the aforementioned residential reduction into an 
application driven rebate is hereby extended by one year to the 2017/2018 financial year. 


1.2.6.2 PUBLIC BENEFIT ORGANISATIONS 

That on application and approval, only Public Benefit Organisations listed in clause 7.5 of the Municipality’s Rates 
Policy 2016/2017 shall receive an exemption from rates. 


1.2.6.3 SENIOR CITIZENS, DISABILITY GRANTEES / MEDICALLY BOARDED PERSONS AND CHILD 
HEADED HOUSEHOLDS 

(i) That in addition to the reduction in 1.2.6.1 above, a rebate not exceeding R 4035 or such lesser amount as 
may otherwise be payable, be and is hereby approved for qualifying pensioners, disability grantees / 
medically boarded persons and child headed households as defined in the rates policy. 

(ii) That it be and is hereby resolved to place a maximum limit of R3 million on the value of the property, in 
order to qualify for the senior citizens rebate in (i) above. 
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1.2.6.4 LIFE RIGHTS SCHEMES AND RETIREMENT VILLAGES 


That on application and approval, a 25% rebate be granted to Life Rights Schemes and Retirement Villages registered 
in terms of the Housing Development Scheme for Retired Persons Act 65 of 1988. 


1.2.6.5 SCHOOLS NOT FOR GAIN 

That a rebate of 50% be and is hereby granted to qualifying schools not for gain. 


1.2.6.6 BED AND BREAKFAST UNDERTAKINGS 

That on application and approval a rebate of 50% be granted to all Bed and Breakfast establishments, that have a 
valid Registration Certificate issued by eThekwini Municipality. 


1.2.6.7 GUEST HOUSE UNDERTAKINGS 

That on application and approval a rebate of 25% be granted to all Guest House undertakings, that have a valid 
Registration Certificate issued by eThekwini Municipality. 


1.2.6.8 BACK-PACKER LODGES, HOLIDAY ACCOMODATION AND STUDENT ACCOMMODATION 


(i) That on application and approval, the following rebates shall apply to Back-packer establishments that have 
a valid Registration Certificate issued by eThekwini Municipality: 

a) Where up to 40 beds are available to guests, a rebate not exceeding 50% will apply; 

b) Where up to 80 beds are available to guests, a rebate not exceeding 25% will apply; 

(ii) That on application and approval, property let out for the purposes of Holiday Accommodation, be granted a 
rebate of 64% 

(iii) That on application, property let out for the purposes of Student Accommodation, be granted a rebate of 
25%. 


1.2.6.9 NATURAL AND OTHER DISASTERS 

(i) That on application and approval a temporary rebate of 75% be granted in respect of property damaged 
by disaster for a period of six months or a portion thereof. 

(ii) That on application and approval, that a further temporary rebate of 75% be granted thereafter for a 
period not exceeding six months. 

(iii) That the rebate is granted on the category of property prior to damage. 

1.2.6.10 VACANT LAND

(i) That where a Consulate claims exemption from rates, such rates shall be payable by the Department of 
International Relations and Co-operation.

(iii)A rate levied on newly rateable property owned and used by organizations conducting specified public 
benefit activities and registered in terms of the Income Tax Act for those activities must be phased in over a 
period of four financial years, with the following phasing in discounts: 


a) 100% in the first year 

b) 75% in the second year 

c) 50% in the third year 

d) 25% in the fourth year 


1.2.8 DATE OF OPERATION OF DETERMINATION OF RATES 

That this determination comes into operation on 1 July 2016. 


1.2.9 FINAL DATE FOR PAYMENT OF RATES 

(i) Where rates are payable in monthly instalments, such payments shall be in twelve (12) equal or near equal 
instalments payable 21 days from the date of account. 

(ii) Where rates are payable annually the final date for payment shall be 31 October 2016, provided that where 
this date falls on a Sunday or public holiday payment shall occur on the last working day prior to such Sunday 
or public holiday. 


1.2.10 ADMINISTRATION CHARGE ON ARREAR RATES 

That the prescribed rate of interest administration charge on arrear rates as referred to in Section 10.7 of the Credit 
Control and Debt Collection Policy is determined at 10%. Collection of arrear rates is in accordance with the Credit 
Control and Debt Collection Policy. 

Interest on Arrears 

That the interest rate to be applied to arrear accounts, shall be the interest rate as prescribed by Regulation 9 of 
the Municipal Property Rates Regulations, 2006. 


1.2.11.1 OTHER TARIFFS AND CHARGES 

(i) That other tariffs and charges as circulated with the budget document in terms of section 24(2)(c)(i) and (ii) 
be approved for the financial year commencing 1 July 2016. 

(ii) That NERSA’S proposed municipal Electricity Tariff guideline increase of 7.64%, be hereby approved by 
Council, it being recorded that the application supporting this tariff increase is yet to be processed by 
NERSA. Any changes to NERSA’s proposed tariff increase will need to be considered by the Council.

460 00 in the case of the property owned by a Senior Citizen, in order for a private residential property to qualify for 
the electricity 50/50% prepayment debt recovery facility.

1.2.24 IMPACT OF HOUSING EXPENDITURE ON THE CASH RESERVES

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1.3 EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


1.3.1 INTRODUCTION 

The 2016/2017 Medium Term budget is a total consolidated budget of R 41.6 billion which has been developed with 
an overall planning framework and includes programmes and projects to achieve the city’s strategic objectives. This 
budget was set against the background of slow economic growth, rising debt & higher interest rates where tough 
fiscal choices had to be made. Economic challenges will continue to pressurise municipal revenue generation and 
collections in 2016/17, hence a conservative approach has been adopted when projecting expected revenues and 
receipts. Despite increasingly challenging circumstances, we continue to sustain service delivery through this budget 
by reprioritising expenditure to ensure key objectives are achieved. Provisions in this medium term budget continue 
to support government’s commitment to broadening service delivery and expanding investment in infrastructure, 
while taking into account the constrained fiscal environment. This budget has been developed to contribute to the 
municipality achieving the strategic objectives of the IDP. The 2016/2017 MTREF is informed by the municipality’s 
long-term financial strategy with emphasis on affordability and long-term sustainability. National Treasury’s MFMA 
Circular Nos. 78 & 79 were used to guide the compilation of the 2016/17 MTREF. In addition, this budget format and 
content incorporates the requirements of the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations. The budget also takes 
into consideration the incorporation of new wards into the municipal area. 

In compliance with the MFMA Circular No. 82 regarding cost containment measures, council has been made aware of 
the contents thereof. The cost containment measures contained in the circular were considered in order to contain 
operational costs and eliminate non-essential expenditure. An assessment of the impact of the circular has on the 
budgets and operations of the municipality has been conducted. The circular has been adopted with the 2016/17 
MTREF. 


The following budgeting PRINCIPLES were applied in formulating the medium term budget: 

Sustainable, affordable, realistic and balanced budget 

Realistic and achievable collection rates 

Major tariffs to be cost reflective, realistic and affordable 

Budget to contribute to achieving strategic objectives of the IDP 

Loans to be sustainable and affordable and utilised for capital projects only 

Balancing capital expenditure for social, economic, rehabilitation and support 

Need to ensure rates base growth to ensure sustainability of free basic services 

Income/ Revenue driven budget: affordability i.e. if funds do not materialise review expenditure 

Holistic: account for basket of goods & services provided, that are needs driven into the IDP 


The main CHALLENGES experienced during the compilation of the 2016/17 MTREF can be summarised as follows: 

Incorporation of new areas: mainly rural 

The on-going difficulties in the national and local economy. 

The impacts of rising interest rates on households and consumer spending. 

National Treasury Austerity measures with minimal growth in grant allocations. 

Sustainability of housing provision from current financing sources. 

Limited resources and minimal growth in the rates base & costs to unblock development. 

The increased cost of bulk purchases which is placing upward pressure on service tariffs. 

Impact of increased spend in repairs and maintenance and capital on tariff increases. 

Increase in informal settlements and the related pressure on the provision of free basic services. 

Major strain on capital budget due to increased demand and eradication of backlogs. 

The impact of rural to urban migration on the provision of services. 

Amendments to the MPRA and impacts on the city’s finances. 

Unemployment: sustaining existing collection rates. 
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1.3.2 OVERVIEW OF THE 2016/17 MTREF 


OPERATING BUDGET 


The operating budget, which funds the continued provision of services provided by the municipality, increased from 
R 33.1 billion in 2015/16 to R 34.9 billion in 2016/17, R 37.4 billion in 2017/18 and R 40.0 billion in 2018/19 
respectively. 

The growth of the operating budget is mainly due to: 

• Cost of addressing service delivery backlogs 

• Cost of bulk purchases - Water and Electricity 

• Repairs and maintenance of infrastructure 

• Impact of capital spending on operating expenditure 

• Employee related costs as a result of filling of vacancies and provision for salary increase 


The following are the Main Drivers of the 2016/17 Operating Budget of R 34.9 billion.

Water services are provided to approximately 956 000 consumers via 327 storage facilities, 98 pumps stations 
and 5 purification works. The maintenance of these facilities and the reticulation network is vital to ensure that 
the system is capacitated to deliver at acceptable standards. The capacity to provide the service effectively and 
efficiently is a critical component in the delivery of sustainable basic services, for the improvement of a healthy 
living environment and in the support of economic development. Due to the increase in demand, projects to 
increase the capacity of the bulk water supply in certain areas will continue.

A refuse removal service is provided once a week to over 956 000 households, both formal and informal. 
Approximately 81.3 million refuse bags are distributed and over 426 000 tons of refuse is removed annually, 
creating a healthy and sustainable environment for all. The units services also include the transportation of 
domestic, commercial and industrial waste, the management of landfill sites, street cleaning and litter removal 
services. The unit engages community based contractors as well as major contractors to provide domestic refuse 
collection and litter picking in their contracted areas. All major streets are cleaned on a daily basis and the CBD 
streets are swept thrice daily. High pressure washing of streets and pavements takes place at night.

The aim of the 
unit is to provide electricity, public lighting and other energy services to all sectors of the community and 
provide energy solutions that promote business growth and enhanced economic stimulation. The electrical 
network which includes 152 major substations is progressively expanded to cater for growth and new 
connections. The electrification of Rural and Informal Settlement’s programme will continue with new prepaid 
customer connections.

The unit provides Parks, Recreation £t Culture as well as Safety and Security services. These entail operation and 
maintenance of a range of facilities which include 336 soccer fields, 163 community halls, 141 parks, 57 
cemeteries, 96 libraries, 16 museums and 52 swimming pools. The unit also maintains 260 000 ha of verges in the 
municipal area. The Health department provides primary health care services to communities via its 58 clinics, 18 
health posts and mobile clinics. The Disaster management and emergency control unit provides emergency services 
and CCTV crime surveillance via 350 CCTV cameras across the municipal area. In addition, the Fire and Emergency 
Services unit operates and maintains 20 fire stations. The Security Management Unit manages the external security 
contract to safe guard Council’s assets. The Safer Cities Unit ensures that every citizen within the eThekwini 
Municipality is safe, and shares a common understanding on community safety issues.

JOB CREATION, SKILLS & YOUTH DEVELOPMENT 


The following job creation & skills development initiatives are undertaken by the municipality in support of 
governments call to address unemployment & create job opportunities: 

Use of 943 plumbing contractors on a rotational basis to undertake water related services. Currently looking 
to employ additional plumbers to improve turnaround time. 

1 250 caretakers employed at ablution facilities with a further 50 to be employed this year as further 
ablution facilities are completed 

366 community based contractors employing about 1 770 people for refuse removal services 
31 graduate engineers employed under the Water mentorship program 

140 community based contractors utilized in the roll out of rural water and sanitation projects 
753 people employed by DSW utilising EPWP grant 

EPWP Grant ( R 49.4m), maximum payable is R 100 per day of which R 50 is subsidized by National Treasury 
Zibambele Poverty Alleviation ( R 88.6m) - over 6 200 jobs created. 


There are a number of initiatives across the municipality that are specifically targeting youth development. In some 
instances, it is specific areas of scarce skills, in other instances; it is general up-skilling initiatives. Investment’s in 
Youth Development initiatives for the 2016/17 year in respect of trainee / graduate trainee and bursary / loan 
student programmes amount to R 77.5m. In addition there is provision of R 9.9m in respect of other youth 
development initiatives .ie Youth Desk at City Hall, Youth Camp, Youth Rally EThekwini, Youth in Business summit, 
Africa Youth Month Commemoration etc. 
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OTHER BUDGETARY IMPACTS 


HOUSING SALES CAMPAIGN 

The promotion of home ownership was initiated in 1997 with the conversion of Council owned flats into Sectional 
Title units. The sales campaign awareness program was simultaneously launched as the units were upgraded and 
converted into sectional title units. The sales campaign gradually gained momentum with more than 4 000 units 
being sold within the ensuing six years. Since 2006 the sales program has virtually ground to a halt with less than 
1 000 units being sold over the last nine years. Due to the almost stagnant pace of the campaign, administration Et 
maintenance of these flats continue to be are carried out by the municipality with the relevant budgetary provision. 
The apathy amongst tenants regarding the structural soundness and general quality of the units contributed to the 
reluctance in tenants taking ownership of their flats, hence decline in sales. The sales campaign needs to be revived 
with renewed strategies to address tenants concerns and take necessary steps to re in force the benefits of owning 
one’s own home and managing one’s asset or alternatively pursue the option of a Social Housing Institution with 
preserved tenant’s rights. The initiative may well become a State imperative. 


BUS OPERATIONS 

In terms of the bus recapitalisation programme, provision for replacement of about 50 buses per year, amounting to 
around R 100 million for each of the financial years of 2016/17 to 2018/19 has been made in the capital budget. 
Currently the Municipality and the Operator have reached a settlement in terms of a Court Order which has been 
signed by both parties. An Intervention Team has been established - made up of officials from the Municipality, the 
Operator and KPMG audit firm. The roles and responsibilities of the intervention team is contained in the settlement 
agreement. The agreement also provides for the creation of a ring- fenced bank account wherein all revenue and 
expenditure will be recorded. 


TRAFFIC FINES COLLECTIONS 


The department is confronted with numerous challenges in its effort to improve collection of traffic fines ie. 

All legislated processes must be strictly adhered to. Any deviation results in charges being withdrawn. The 
department therefore has no authority to apprehend Individuals or enforce payment. 


The only time that the department has some form of authority is in instances where an individual has a warrant 
against his/her name. Even in this instance the individual needs to be taken to court, unless he or she volunteers 
to pay the outstanding fine. 

Individuals are sometimes released on minor bail amounts with a future court date, resulting in officer’s efforts 
being wasted. 

Courts are unable to deal with volumes when large numbers of arrests are made especially during roadblocks. 

Implementation of clause in criminal procedure act by Department of Justice indicating that an individual will 
receive a conviction even if the fine is paid. This is creating a problem as individuals are reluctant to pay. 


Various initiatives were implemented over the years to improve collection of fines, some of which are: 50% incentive 
, Pay points, roadblocks, online serving summons ETC. At present the department has implemented an initiative 
whereby individuals are allowed a 50 % reduction, if the fine is paid within 30 days, which runs until the 
implementation of AARTO. In addition, a tender has been advertised which includes, inter alia, various initiatives for 
the collection of outstanding fines. This tender had to be re-advertised due to an appeal and this long delay in 
appointing a service provider has adversely impacted on the collection process. The tender is presently at evaluation 
stage with final approval thereafter.

The above increases in tariffs reflect an appropriate balance between the interest of poor households, other 
customers and ensuring the financial sustainability of the municipality. 

The following are general contributory factors for the increase in levels of rates and service charges: 

• The cost of bulk purchases 

• Salary increase with effect from 1 July 2016 

• Increased maintenance of network and infrastructure 

• Provision for the filling of critical vacancies 

• The impact of capital spend on the operating budget. 

• Rollout of infrastructure and the provision of basic services 


The percentage increases of both Eskom and Umgeni Water’s bulk tariffs are above the inflation rate. Given that 
these tariff increases are determined by the external bodies, the impacts they have on the municipality’s tariff are 
largely outside the control of the City. Furthermore, the adverse impacts of the current economic climate coupled 
with unfavourable external pressures on services, make tariff increases higher than the CPI levels inevitable. 
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CAPITAL BUDGET 


Capital expenditure is budgeted to rise to R 6.73 bn in 2016/17 and thereafter to R 7.11 bn in 2017/18 and R 7.22 bn 
in 2018/19. R 14.8 billion (approximately 71%) is allocated to meeting infrastructure and household services needs 
and backlogs over the medium term. R 3.4 billion of this is directed to new housing developments and interim 
servicing of informal settlements. The capital budget continues to reflect consistent efforts to address backlogs in 
basic services and the renewal of the infrastructure of existing network services.

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1.3.4 KEY ISSUES 


SUSTAINABILITY CONCERNS ON THE BUDGET 

The sustainability of the housing delivery programme is questionable through the current model of delivery. There 
are huge expectations, and a backlog of over 386 000 units. It will take over 50 years to achieve full delivery of 
housing to existing backlog; at current spend. In-migration will add to the extent of this period. 

The cost of the IRPTN: Whilst absolutely necessary to improve quality of life and create urban efficiency - both the 
capital and operating costs are large and not sustainable on the current spatial paradigm. 

The budget is largely reflective of the social priorities, due in part to the impetus to accelerate housing delivery. 
However, the long term sustainability of social investment at a cost of productive and economic investment should 
be taken note of. 

Commonwealth Games: Infrastructure development will place significant pressure on City finances, which are 
already pressured by housing and IRPTN. Innovative models of financing as well as the opportunities associated with 
this event need to be capitalized on. 


LOAD SHEDDING: ELECTRICITY 


Due to the increase demand on the network there has been a shortage in supply of electricity which has resulted in 
load shedding. New generation opportunities are being explored to contribute to the grid. Load shedding has been 
identified as one of the risks of the City’s operations. A Multi-lateral Continuity Forum has been established to 
collectively brainstorm the solutions with stakeholders and to come up with strategies to mitigate the impact of load 
shedding on the City’s operations and the local economy. As eThekwini boasts the 2 nd most significant manufacturing 
region in the country, the power outages have a negative impact on the GDP output for this secondary sector. 

As part of the municipality’s Business Continuity Management and Continuity Strategies Implementation Plan as well 
as to avoid a total halt of service delivery during load shedding, the municipality has come up with load shedding 
intervention response strategies. Even though Eskom has announced that there won’t be any load shedding until 
August this year, the municipality has completed a load assessment for fire and emergency Services, all municipal 
clinics and Sizakala Centres to avoid interruption of services. The load assessment for water and sanitation unit is 
still in progress. There are also plans to have 5 municipal clinics per region with alternate power. In the 
commitment to adopting renewable energy technologies, solar photovoltaic panels will be installed in the roof tops 
of seven municipal buildings. 


UNACCOUNTED FOR WATER (LOSS IN DISTRIBUTION) 

Despite the numerous interventions, the water loss in distribution continues to be a serious challenge. Water loss 
management is an on-going project aimed at reducing the real water losses in the municipal area. The primary 
objective of the NRW reduction activities is to reduce the NRW levels from 40.9% at present to a targeted and 
sustained value of 25% by June 2019. The estimated water losses were due mainly to illegal connections and 
vandalism as well as the aging infrastructure. 

In order to address the water losses, “early warning” leak detection monitors will be rolled out on the municipality’s 
bulk water trunk mains. The challenge faced in reducing water losses are compounded by the mushrooming of 
informal settlements, some of which are illegally connected to the water supply. 

To redress this, various strategies are in place including: 

The installation of consumer water meters in rural areas 

the installation of pressure reducing values 

the installation of bulk meters to informal settlements 

the leak detection and repair strategy 

the regularization and registration of water connections 

replacement of ageing meters ( Industrial, commercial and institutional ) 
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Initiatives to reduce the water loss are continuing and based on the intervention plan established, a system of 
performance monitoring and reporting for each of the identified interventions has been established. The 
municipality has also implemented the water amnesty project whereby citizens using water illegally could come 
clean and disclose their illegal water connections. Every possible measure will be taken to curb the water loss as this 
has an impact on the setting of an affordable water tariff. The effectiveness of the measures put into place will be 
reviewed on an on-going basis. 


UNFUNDED MANDATES AND FUNDING REALITIES 


Certain non-core functions and services which in terms of the constitution fall under the responsibility of National or 
Provincial Authorities are being provided by the municipality. These functions include the provision of Health 
Services, Libraries, Museums, and Housing. The reduction or non - payment of subsidies for these services require 
the municipality to allocate its own resources to make up the shortfall. The provision of housing is dependent on 
budget allocations by the Provincial and National governments and the actual funding received does not make it 
possible for the municipality to reduce the ever increasing housing backlog. These unfunded/ underfunded mandates 
pose an institutional and financial risk to the municipality as substantial amounts of own funding is being allocated 
to non-core functions at the expense of basic service delivery. Although we have done much to address the 
development challenges of our city, meeting targets will continue to depend on financial support from Provincial 
and to a larger extent National Government. Despite additional grants received, the levels are still not sufficient to 
meet unfunded mandates. We believe that given adequate levels of funding, the city could meet the huge 
challenges we still face. 


In respect of the Health Services, the municipality and the Provincial Department of Health have concluded a three 
year service level agreement. This will assist with improved service delivery for better health outcomes within the 
municipal managed clinics.

SALARIES AND ALLOWANCES 


In order to ensure effective utilisation of available budgetary provisions and contain personnel costs, this 
expenditure is continually being reviewed and the filling of all vacancies currently has to be authorised prior to the 
recruitment process. As a result the percentage Salaries and Allowances of the total Operating Budget has declined 
steadily to a level of 25 %. Whilst this percentage reflects a decreasing trend (mainly due to the bulk electricity 
purchases increasing at a fast rate thereby driving the relative share of all other expenditure categories down) there 
has been an increase in the number of posts and positions filled. A rationalisation of all vacant posts will be 
undertaken with greater scrutiny by the management services unit. Productivity assessments are on-going to ensure 
that all staff are accounted for, are effectively engaged and are adding value. 
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CLIMATE CHANGE 


Climate change already causes and will continue to cause a number of challenges for EM, linked to impacts such as 
increased temperatures, extreme weather events (e.g. flooding and drought), sea level rise and climate variability. 
Temperatures in Durban are projected to increase and projected annual rainfall changes are projected to include an 
increase in aggregated rainfall. This increase is likely to manifest as an increase in extreme rainfall events and 
stream flow intensity across the municipal area, with prolonged dry spells between rainfall events. Sea level rise 
along the Municipality’s coastline is already occurring at 2.7 cm per decade and may accelerate in the future. In 
order to attempt to address the negative impacts of rising temperatures in the city, an Urban Heat Island Model is 
being developed to assist the various departments to plan better and prioritise measures. 


Sustainability of water: More than ever before, South Africans’ focus of attention has fallen sharply on water 
resources availability now and in the future. As a result of below average annual rainfall, the city has recently 
experienced drought in certain areas with interruption to water supply during certain periods. Opportunities for 
alternate supply of water are being explored together with introduction of additional infrastructure and water 
saving initiatives. A Drought Recovery Plan was announced to assist KwaZulu-Natal municipalities mitigate the 
effects of the drought in the province. The Integrated Upper Mgeni system will not be able to meet the water needs 
of eThekwini in the near future, hence the uMkhomazi Water Project has been proposed as an intervention. There 
are plans for the proposed Smithfield Dam as part of the uMkhomazi Water Project which will assist to supply 
adequate water to Durban and meet the long-term water requirements. 


The Municipality has recently approved its Durban Climate Change Strategy and is in the process of developing an 
implementation plan. The development of the strategy has been a fully inclusive and participatory process aimed at 
producing a cohesive framework that the Municipality and all residents of Durban can use to contribute towards the 
mitigation of, and adaptation to, climate change in Durban. The municipality is at the forefront of global 
biodiversity, climate change adaptation and resilience agendas with the joining of the C40 Cities Climate 
Leadership, a global network of cities committed to tackling climate change and increasing urban resilience. 


THEFT OF ELECTRICITY 


Theft of infrastructure and electricity continues to be a major challenge. Over the past few years the municipality is 
faced with a challenge of illegal connections, especially in informal settlements. Illegal connections not only cost 
the city, but also endanger the lives of residents. Many innocent lives have been lost, and properties destroyed due 
to fires caused by illegal connections. Legitimate customers also experience continuous outages due to overloaded 
circuits. Illegal connections are costing the municipality about R 150 million annually. Huge efforts are expended in 
curbing theft, however, the trend is exacerbated by high electricity prices and a weakened economy. To mitigate 
this trend, regular sweeps, disconnections and removal of tampered installations are carried out. Furthermore, the 
electrification of informal settlements is expected to have a positive impact on the number of theft incidents of 
electrical cables. 


To make sure that illegal connections are eradicated in the targeted areas, operations are carried out at least once 
a week. Other interventions include optimal network configuration, effective network maintenance and network 
loading, and installation of anti-theft technologies at substations. There are also customer awareness and 
educational programmes around safety, reporting theft of electricity and the consequences of connecting electricity 
illegally. In addition, Government has recently enacted harsher penalties for the theft of metals and damages to 
essential infrastructure. 
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DURBAN TRANSPORT 


A review of the institutional arrangement of Durban Transport including the existing operator model has been 
undertaken and the Municipal Systems Act Section 78 investigation completed to determine the most appropriate 
option for the operation of the city’s bus service looking at feasibility, funding and financial implications. Council 
has resolved that the Durban Municipal bus service should be run as a separate municipal entity. MFMA Section 84 
process has been invoked to complete the process to set up the entity. The bus service is currently run by a private 
company. The proposed assignment of the transport function to municipalities will impact on the costs to the City as 
the PRASA and bus subsidies are not adequate and this could severely impact on Local Government Finance. 


HOUSING / HOSTELS 


The municipality has experienced an exponential growth of informal settlements within the city. Increasing 
urbanization due to a growing number of people moving into the municipal area for better opportunities as well as 
land invasions is creating a challenge for the municipality and which increases the housing backlog. Often, 
settlements are established on unsuitable land, making it costly to service and construct homes. The municipality is 
dependent on the budget provision by National and Provincial departments to deliver houses. The limited budget 
allocation to the municipality has hindered the delivery of all housing programmes. The current housing subsidy 
quantum does not cover the total cost of a house due to adverse geological and topographical conditions. As a 
strategy to deal with these, negotiations with contractors, consultants and suppliers have been instated in an 
endeavour to align construction with the subsidy quantum. The municipality will lobby the Provincial and National 
Human Settlements department for increased funding and budget allocation. 


1.3.5 PERFOAAANCE, ACHIEVEMENTS AND CHALLENGES 

1.3.5.1 SERVICE DELIVERY 


Through the delivery of services, the lives of citizens and businesses are influenced and this contributes significantly 
to economic and social transformation of the country. The municipality has pledged to support the Provincial 
Governments Back to Basics programmes aimed at rekindling the spirit of service delivery in the province’s 
municipalities. Key outputs delivered show significant progress in the eradication of household backlogs by the city. 


With over 75 % of residents having access to basic services, the municipality has one of the best service delivery 
programmes in Africa. Nationally, our municipality is used as a financial model for financial governance and we are 
making great strides environmentally. The municipality has achieved a clean audit for the 2014/15 financial year, 
for good governance and service delivery, along with its two municipal entities. It is the first time since eThekwini 
was established in 2000, that a clean audit has been achieved. It is a historic achievement and something to be 
really proud of. The consolidated financial performance indicators show that the municipality is in a healthy fiscal 
position, which reflects the City’s strong commitment to the principles of accountability, transparency, anti- 
corruption, proper financial management and effective internal control systems. Despite the introduction of fiscal 
austerity measures, the City has remained resilient and still rates among the best-run and financially strongest local 
government in Africa. The city was given a credit rating of AA- with positive outlook by Global Credit Rating Agency. 


The City also takes cognizance of the many global and regional issues affecting its citizens in real time - climate 
change, political instability, labor unrest, youth unemployment, currency volatility 6t rising interest rates. The 
Municipality, through its cutting edge research is always striving to identify and address some of these challenges at 
a local level through the establishment of many initiatives and/or focus areas such as the Energy Office, Innovation 
Precinct, and the Green Economy.

1.3.5.2 SERVICE DELIVERY STANDARDS, LEVELS OF SERVICES, OUTCOMES, TIMETABLE FOR ACHIEVEMENTS 
AND FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS 


The municipality has been a front runner of accelerated delivery for many years and continues to put significant 
resources and effort into infrastructure delivery in order to eradicate existing backlogs. Currently over 75% of the 
municipality’s residents have access to basic services. Despite the significant rollout of basic services, the service 
delivery backlogs are huge. Currently this is being exacerbated by urbanisation that has seen sustained population 
influx into the municipal area. Limited funding and exponential growth in the municipality has also increased the 
level of backlogs. The city faces development pressures emanating from backlogs in access to basic services and 
housing, the need to rehabilitate or replace existing infrastructure, and the need to expand infrastructure services 
to support economic growth. As part of its infrastructure planning, the municipality has documented the nature and 
extent of backlogs in service delivery across the metropolitan area. 
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The following table is a summary of the backlogs of the municipality.

The municipality is committed to ensuring that backlogs in the provision of infrastructure are removed and as such 
has embarked on a Municipal Infrastructure Investment Framework. Emphasis is given to the eradication of rural 
basic service backlogs especially water and sanitation. The municipality is moving forward to ensure all residents 
have access to clean running water and sanitation facilities. Inroads are being made with the rollout of the city’s 
ablution programme which includes the delivery of mobile sanitation containers into informal settlements. In urban 
areas, the primary intervention is the eradication of informal settlements through the provision of housing and a 
package of household services as well as the provision of interim services to improve living conditions in the 
settlements. The Back to Basics programme mooted by National Government has been incorporated into the strategy 
to fast track service delivery. 

The municipality has continued to fast-track the delivery of houses despite some of the compliance challenges that 
have been encountered in the past. The Informal Settlement Programme is the major focus of eThekwini Housing 
with the principle intention to upgrade informal settlements wherever possible and to only relocate residents if 
upgrading is impossible for health, safety or technical reasons. Development of the land assembly pipeline plan and 
acquisition of more than 22 000 hectares of land positions the municipality for continued and accelerated service 
delivery in the years to come. In an effort to speed up the pace of housing delivery, a pilot project using alternate 
building technology has been undertaken which has shown to decrease the number of days for construction. 

As part of the municipality’s programme to unlock backlogs in the provision of basic services and provide interim 
services to informal settlements and transit camps, containerised sanitation facilities are being rolled out. In 
addition, there is an increased budget allocation for the acceleration of the provision of ablution facilities in 
informal settlements over the medium term. In a bid to streamline and fast track the delivery of electricity to 
informal settlements, the municipality has waived the deposit fee required for electricity to be connected to an 
informal dwelling. The informal settlement electrification project which is a part of the City’s programme to extend 
interim services to people living in informal settlements is aimed at fast-tracking electricity delivery in informal 
settlements. 


1.3.6 FINANCIAL PERFORMANCE (2014/15 AND 2015/16): PARENT MUNICIPALITY 


The 2014/2015 year has been challenging and demanding but due to the emphasis on fiscal prudence and the 
introduction of austerity measures, this enabled the municipality to weather the financial storm and the slow 
economic recovery. Revenue and cash streams are effectively managed in assessing the financial affairs of the 
municipality, and spending decisions are carefully evaluated. The municipality was able to deliver on key objectives 
set and achieved strong operating performances with sustained revenue growth and a fairly well contained cost 
base. It is pleasing to record that the overall revenue collection rate for the year has been outstanding, exceeding 
the target set again. The overall financial situation of the municipality is sound and healthy having reported a highly 
solvent balance sheet as at 2014/15 year end. Despite the effects of the global recession on the economy, the 
municipality has managed to achieve excellent collection rates which are the best in the country. Due mainly to 
robust solvency and a lowly geared balance sheet, the credit rating of the municipality has been maintained with 
positive outlook. 


The financial performance for 2014/2015 is recorded in greater detail in the municipality’s Annual Report. 
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The municipality’s financial performance and position is sound mainly due to the following factors: 

• Budgets are balanced, being financed from the current financial year’s revenues from all sources. 

• The municipality operates within its annual budget, as approved by council. 

• The municipality maintains a positive cash and investments position. 

• Consistently high revenue collection rates are being achieved. 

• The municipality has maintained a favourable credit rating 

1.3.6.1 OPERATING BUDGET 

In respect of the 2014/15 financial year, expenditure in the amount of R 23.8 billion was fully funded from the 
municipality’s revenues and grants and subsidies from National and Provincial Government.

Operational Income Performance (2015/16) 
Income: 


• The proportionate increase in Property Rates to date (R 203m) is mainly attributable to the billing of annual 
ratepayers in October and the conversion of a number of holiday accommodation properties from residential 
to business/commercial, as well as developed projects being brought into the Valuation Roll. 

• A decrease of R 82m in electricity service charges is mainly due to inclusion of energy efficiency 
interventions (solar water heating, heat pumps, off grid technologies) by consumers. 

• The decrease of R 83m in water revenue is attributable to drought conditions prevailing in the region. 
Measures taken as a result of the impact of the drought are installing trickier systems in some areas in the 
North. 
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Operational Expenditure Performance (2015/16) 


The expenditure for December is in line with the proportionate budget and the year to date results represents a 
spend of 45,17% of the total budget, whilst revenue received to December (including capital grants) is 49,66% of the 
total revenue budget. Employee related costs are currently 29,4% of the total operating costs. Decrease in employee 
related costs is mainly due to time taken to fill vacant posts. Repairs and maintenance expressed as a percentage of 
operating expenditure is 9,68% and is slightly under the norm set by National Treasury of 10-11%. This percentage is 
expected to increase by year end. A decrease in Other Expenditure of R 327m is mainly attributable to a decreased 
spend in general expenses. The spending patterns are similar to the previous year and an acceleration of spending is 
anticipated in the ensuing months. 


1.3.6.2 CAPITAL BUDGET 

The capital budget totalled R 5.4 billion in 2014/15. This was funded by National and Provincial grants in the amount 
of R 3.1 billion and R 1.3 billion being funded from Council’s internal sources, with the balance of R 1 billion from 
external funding.

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In the sixth month of trading only 33,28% (December 2014: 49,31%) of the capital budget has been spent. However, 
as in the case of past years there would be an acceleration of spending in the ensuing months and whilst departments 
are forecasting a 102,12% spend, more accurate projections will unfold in the months to follow. 


Conditional Grants 

Approximately R 2.9 billion from all sources have been received to date which represents 47.9% of the amount 
budgeted for. 


1.3.7 ALIGNMENT WITH NATIONAL AND PROVINCIAL PRIORITIES 


The Constitution of South Africa recognises that the national, provincial and local government spheres cannot work 
independently of each other. It provides for co-operatives governance and that all three spheres of government align 
their functions, responsibility, policies, strategies and programmes. This includes natural co-operation and support 
to facilitate the delivery of services, overall development and growth. In local government, as much as there is a 
specific mandate given to the municipality, we have to endeavour at all times to align our efforts with that of 
National and Provincial government to bring about a better life for all. In developing this budget, the 12 National 
Outcomes as adopted by Government, have been taken into consideration. 

The budget addresses those challenges from a policy perspective and implementation is at an advanced stage in all 
areas. The municipality is confident that this budget is structured to give effect to the strategic priorities and to 
support long-term sustained growth and development, in line with National and Provincial objectives and with the 
key objectives identified in the National Development Plan. Local Government has a crucial role to play in the new 
growth path and the realisation of many of government’s outcomes. All spheres of government place a high priority 
on expanding the economy, infrastructure development, job creation, efficient service delivery and poverty 
alleviation. Local priorities were identified which are mainly in line with the national and provincial priorities. 


LOCAL PRIORITIES 

• Growing the economy and job creation 

• Expanding and improving municipal infrastructure 

• Accelerated and improved service delivery to communities 

• Fighting poverty and building safe, secure and sustainable communities 

• Improving skills development to raise productivity 


1.3.8 FINANCIAL STRATEGY, ONGOING VIABILITY AND SUSTAINABILITY 


The application of sound financial management principles for the compilation of the city’s financial plan is essential 
and critical to ensure that the city remains financially viable and that sustainable municipal services are provided 
economically and equitably to all communities. In terms of its financial strategy, the municipality continues to 
display a robust financial profile characterised by strong cash generation and high liquidity levels. 

The vision of the city will be achieved by growing its economy and meeting people’s needs so that all citizens enjoy 
a high quality of life with equal opportunities in a city that they are truly proud of. The needs of the community and 
the high levels of poverty and unemployment places excessive demands on the municipality’s existing financial 
resources and threatens to constrain the organization financially if these resources are not properly managed. 
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1.3.8.1 FINANCIAL STRATEGY 


These challenges require the development and implementation of a financial strategy that will generate adequate 
cash resources, on a sustainable basis: 

• To provide basic infrastructure and services to the community, 

• To enable the Municipality to achieve its vision of a high quality of life for all citizens in the city, 

• To create an environment for business growth and investments conducive to economic development, and 

• To ensure financial sustainability of the municipality into the future. 


Financial sustainability and viability remain the key principles in the financial planning process and, to ensure 
compliance with the Municipal Finance Management Act, a Financial Strategy for the municipality was developed 
and adopted by Council. The municipality’s response to addressing its priorities from a financial perspective is as 
follows: 


COMPILE A BALANCED AND REALISTIC BUDGET WITH CASH FLOW TO MATCH 


The municipality’s budget must set out realistically anticipated revenue from each revenue source. The following 
steps will be carried out in respect of expenditure and revenue items, viz. 


• All Operating Income and Expenditure increases are to be maintained in line with inflation, as far as 

practicable. Further, annual salary increases are subject to National Bargaining Council negotiations, but 

every effort shall be made to keep them within the band of inflation proposed by the National Government. 

• Overall expenditure has been reduced to around 7% 

• An Asset Management Plan be implemented that will result in programmed maintenance of the 

municipality’s assets, to enable the optimal use of such assets and to ensure their replacement. 


• Depreciation Policy 

The Municipality’s depreciation policy is in accordance with the requirements of the Standards of 
Generally Recognized Accounting Practice (GRAP). 

Assets are depreciated on a straight line basis over their estimated useful lives. 

The remaining useful lives of assets will be reviewed annually and amended in accordance with 
the conditional assessment of the asset. 

The annual depreciation charge will be amended accordingly. 

• A programme will be implemented to reduce the water losses to 25 % over a period of five years. 


• In order to contribute funds for future capital expenditure and to reduce dependence on borrowed funds, a 
Capital Replacement Reserve has been established, and funded from the following sources:- 

Any betterment achieved from budgeted Water and Electricity operating results, including savings 
achieved through reductions in losses in distribution 
Any betterment in Rate and General operating results 

Dependant on the impact of tariffs, an additional contribution will be considered 
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• To maximize additional revenue sources, the following will be pursued:- 

Maximize investment rates, especially on call account 

Development charge 

Grant income to be maximized 


• Surplus Policy 

The surplus generated annually will be reviewed and a cash backed element will be ring-fenced to finance the 
provision of future infrastructure and other capital projects. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 

The 10 year financial model is informed by the IDP and the current service delivery backlogs. At this stage, capital 
expenditure is projected for the MTREF period. The capital budget is split appropriately between economic, social 
and rehabilitation, environmental and administration expenditure. 


FINANCIAL INDICATORS 


The key indicators below form the parameters within which the municipality aims to operate in order to achieve the 
objectives set out in this document. 

• Balance Sheet Ratios: 

- Gearing Ratio:- 

This is calculated as Borrowings over Income. Currently the industry norm is 40% but National Treasury has indicated 
some years ago that 50% is acceptable for municipalities. We are currently at 33% with curtailed borrowings. 

Current Ratio:- 

Calculated as Current Assets over Current Liabilities will be maintained at 1.3:1 


• No. of Days Cash and Investment on hand: 

The accepted norm is 90 days. The strategy is to build the municipality’s cash reserves to meet this requirement. 

• Revenue Ratios: 

- Debtors days:- 

In respect of key services this will be closely monitored. With the municipality strictly implementing a council 
approved comprehensive Debt Collection and Credit Control Policy, conservative approach to collection practices, 
the number of debtor days outstanding is projected to be maintained at around the current average levels of 
approximately 130 days. 

- Bad Debts Provision: 

This will be prudent in the consideration of the actual collection rate and impairment. Any debt over 120 days will 
be provided for in accordance with the accounting policy provided for debt impairment. 
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FREE BASIC SERVICES 


The municipality is required to make available free basic services to a large component of poor households. The cost 
of free basic services impacts on the city’s finances and therefore there is a need to ensure adequate growth in the 
rates base by promoting economic development as this impacts on the city’s ability to cross-subsidize. This also 
impacts on the extent that higher-end consumers subsidize indigent consumers and hence the level of tariff 
increases ( Item 2.3.2 refers ). 

The implementation of this strategy will contribute considerably towards ensuring financial viability and 
sustainability of the organisation into the future. The budget of the municipality is funded in accordance with the 
requirements set out in the MFMA, thereby ensuring the municipality remains as a going concern and is able to 
sustain existing services and progressively extend services. 


1.3.8.2 BUILT ENVIRONMENT PERFORMANCE PLAN ( BEPPS ) 


The BEPP promotes integrated planning, budgeting and implementation and integrates the plans of key sectors 
(economic, transport , human settlements social and engineering infrastructure ). Its aim is to achieve long-term 
spatial transformation and inclusivity, facilitating economic growth and improved service delivery. The BEPP is the 
basis from which to confirm and elaborate corporate spatial priorities and to move towards co-ordinated budgeting 
and implementation of the spatial priorities. The BEPP is also to be the instrument to enable National Treasury to 
confirm very significant DORA allocations for numerous capital grants. Benefits of a BEPP include savings through 
higher utilisation levels, increased private sector investment, better public perception and residents receive a 
better product. 


1.3.8.3 MUNICIPAL SERVICE FINANCIAL MODELLING FOR ETHEKWINI 


In order to determine the overall sustainability of eThekwini finances, a Municipal Services Financial Model (MSFM) 
has been completed for the municipality. The MSFM calculates the capital expenditure required over ten years to 
meet service delivery targets and assesses the capital finance sources available. It also calculates the operating 
expenditure required to operate and maintain infrastructure adequately and determines whether operating revenue 
available will be sufficient to cover this expenditure. The model has provided valuable insights into the overall 
functioning of the municipality. Maintaining financial viability is obviously critical to the achievement of all other 
objectives and hence the results of the MSFM must be used to align the capital and operating budget spend in order 
to achieve this long term financial sustainability. 


1.3.8.4 CITY INFRASTRUCTURE DELIVERY MANAGEMENT SYSTEMS (IDMS) 


All metropolitan municipalities face large and growing infrastructure investment needs, the need to maintain and 
replace ageing infrastructure and the need for new infrastructure to support growth and development. While 
infrastructure budgets across metros have generally been growing, spending performance has been declining. This 
position varies across cities. National Treasury has developed a City Infrastructure Delivery Management System 
(CIDMS). The CIDMS toolkit is at an advanced stage of development and it aims to assist cities to optimise 
performance right across the urban infrastructure value chain by offering best practice processes, techniques and 
tools specifically designed to achieve city strategic objectives and desired outcomes related to the built 
environment. The CIDMS toolkit is being developed with participation of cities with phasing of implementation at 
the beginning of 2016/17 financial year. 
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1.3.9 MUNICIPAL ENTITIES 


INkosi Albert Luthuli International Convention Centre (ICC) 

The ICC Durban (PTY) Ltd continues to play a pioneering role in attracting international events to our shores since its 
inception. The Centre has contributed significantly to the sustainability of the hotel, restaurant, transport, retail 
and logistics sectors. The Durban ICC continued its winning ways and was once again voted Africa’s leading meeting 
and conference venue at the World Travel Awards for an unprecedented 14 times in the past 15 years. 

Despite uncertainty in the global economy and increased competition both domestically and internationally, the 
Durban ICC has once again posted an excellent set of financial results. Revenue showed a year-on-year growth with a 
19% growth in the number of events hosted this year. These are encouraging signs about the health of the business. 
Notably, this year also marks the fifth consecutive year of profitability for the organisation. During the past financial 
year, the Durban ICC made an outstanding contribution to both the provincial and national economies. The company 
contributed R 4.6 billion to the national Gross Domestic Product (GDP), showing a 47% growth in this figure from the 
previous fiscal year. The vast majority of this contribution benefited the KwaZulu-Natal economy directly, by adding 
R 4.5 billion to the province’s Gross Geographic Product (GGP) whilst creating and sustaining 10 662 jobs in the 
province alone. This remarkable macro-economic contribution translated into further social benefits for the country 
by contributing R 986 million to Indirect Household Income and generating R 695 million in net foreign exchange 
earnings. 

The Durban ICC is truly an asset to the city of Durban, one that consistently delivers solid returns on investment, 
numerous socio-economic impacts and helps to raise the international profile of our destination. The ICC has 
received a clean audit for the second consecutive year. The Durban ICC is more than simply a venue. It is a platform 
for meetings , a facilitator of dialogue and a place for people to connect, debate and ultimately find common 
ground. The Centre strives to deliver its unique brand of world class service and a uniquely warm, African 
experience. 


Durban Marine Theme Park (uShaka Marine World) 

uShaka is KwaZulu-Natal’s top, highly ranked, family entertainment park that continues to deliver an unmatched, 
fun experience for all its visitors. It has contributed significantly to tourism in the Point precinct and the whole of 
Durban, and has received accolades and awards over the years. It forms an integral part of the overall Durban 
beachfront offering and continues to be a major tourist attraction for both national and international visitors alike. 
Economic impact is valued at R 1.9 billion to eThekwini’s GGP and R 6.4 billion business impact in the form of new 
business sales. 


Revenue growth for UShaka has been steady over the last ten years and has grown cumulatively by 63% over this 
period and by 8% from 2013 to 2014. UShaka has received clean audits in the last three years which is a strong 
indicator that it continues to manage its finances exceptionally well. The park is continually recapitalizing the 
business model and reinvesting in new attractions to maintain the footfalls whilst still focusing on maintenance of 
existing infrastructure. Improvement action plans include development of an off-peak season strategy, a pricing 
committee as well as funding strategy and new revenue generators. Marketing has been key in driving growth in 
footfall and revenue and five focus areas have been identified for long term sustainability, namely: pricing model, 
surveys and research, events, entertainment and sponsorship. 

To ensure the long term sustainability of the park, Ushaka has developed an in depth strategy comprising numerous 
planned projects for a period of 20 years, totaling about R 300m, all dedicated towards overcoming current 
challenges faced by the park as well as positioning the park as a world-class tourist attraction. Public private 
partnerships, private investments, sponsorships and other business options are being pursued to get the best value 
for money for the theme Park. UShaka Marine World recently scooped the award for the Best Attraction in the city 
at the 3 rd Durban Chamber of Commerce and Industry Tourism Awards. UShaka remains a key destination within KZN 
and Durban for both tourists and locals. It consistently ranks as one of the major draw cards for people visiting 
Durban and has been ranked as the coolest for destinations in KZN. 


In compliance with the Municipal Finance Management Act, both the municipal entities have submitted their 
budgets and business plans for consideration by the Municipality. 
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Moses Mabhida Stadium (MMS) 


The management and operations of the MMS was taken over by the municipality in July 2013 while better means of 
managing it was being investigated. For two years the stadium has been managed through a service agreement with 
the Durban Marine Theme Park. Various studies have been done to establish the best practices required for 
managing it, with assessment of international benchmarks and models. After extensive consultation and having 
considered all possible models, the preference was for the MMS to be integrated with the International Convention 
Centre. This was selected as the most appropriate governance and management model for the stadium. 


1.4 OPERATING REVENUE FRAMEWORK 


1.4.1 SOURCES OF FUNDING 

REVENUE 

The City’s revenue comprises Operating Revenue which includes property taxes, services charges and operating 
grants- and capital revenue which consists of capital grants, borrowings, cash reserves and operating surplus. This 
high level of independent and relative stable income sources of revenue is one of the key factors that support the 
sound financial position of the municipality. In addition to the obvious need to grow the city’s revenue by increasing 
its tax base, other means for securing funding for council projects must be explored in a variety of ways. The city 
faces invidious choices in attempting to finance the projected levels of investment in infrastructure. Sources of 
capital finance are already stretched with limited scope for further borrowing, consumer pressure to restrict tariff 
and tax increases, and little likelihood of a structural upward adjustment in grant allocations. Tariff-setting is a 
pivotal and strategic part of the compilation of any budget. When rates, tariff and other charges were revised, local 
economic conditions, input costs and the affordability of services were taken into account to ensure the financial 
sustainability of the city. 

In the case of eThekwini, a basket of differential tariff increases determines the most acceptable and equitable 
funding regime taking into consideration the actual cost of delivering services, budget priorities and national 
legislation, regulations and policy guidelines. Revenue generated from rates and services charges form a significant 
portion of the revenue basket for the city comprising 68.2 % of the total revenue. Electricity charges are the largest 
revenue source totalling 35.9 % or R 12.5 billion and are projected to increase to R 14.6 billion by 2018/19. 
Operating grants and transfers total R 3.0 billion in the 2016/17 year and increase to R 3.5 billion by 2018/19.

Bulk purchases are largely informed by the purchase of electricity and water from suppliers and take up 29.8 % of 
the operating budget. Given projected increases in the bulk prices of both electricity and water, expenditure on this 
item is likely to grow more rapidly. Expenditure on contracted services including repairs and maintenance amounts 
to R 4.4 billion for the 2016/17 year, representing 12.5 % of the total operating budget. This includes substantial 
spend on asset replacement and bringing assets to a good state of repair. The rehabilitation programme as part of 
the municipality’s proactive maintenance ensures that assets are in good condition throughout their lifespan with 
periodic maintenance. The municipality acknowledges its obligation to optimally preserve its extended asset base 
as under spending in maintenance can shorten the life of assets, increase long-term maintenance and refurbishment 
costs and cause deterioration in the reliability of services. In line with the approach of recent years, 2016/17 
appropriations again provide for above CPI level increases for this cost component. 


Personnel costs account for a large component of operating expenditure, comprising 25 % of the operating budget. 
The multi-year salary and wage collective agreement for the period 1 July 2015 to 30 June 2018 was taken into 
consideration. The cost associated with the remuneration of councillors is determined by the Minister of Co¬ 
operative Governance and Traditional Affairs in accordance with the Remuneration of Public Office Bearers Act, 
1998 (Act 20 of 1998). The most recent proclamation in this regard has been taken into account in compiling the 
City’s budget. Provision has also been made for additional councillors due to the incorporation of wards from the 
Vulamehlo municipality. Tables SA 22 AND SA23 provides further details of councillors and employee benefits. 


Budget appropriations for depreciation amount to R 1.9 billion, comprise 5.7 % of the operating budget. Finance 
charges consist primarily of the repayment of interest on long-term borrowings (cost of capital) and equate to 4.1 % 
of the operating expenditure. 


TABLE A4 provides a view of the budgeted financial performance in relation to revenue by source and 
expenditure by type. Further details of revenue and expenditure are explained in the sections that follow. 
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1.6 CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 


1.6.1 CAPITAL BUDGET 


Investment in urban infrastructure is important for the development of the local economy, combating poverty and 
the provision of universal access to municipal services. Rapid inward population migration, declining household sizes 
and greater economic activity places pressure on existing municipal infrastructure and require larger investments in 
the periods ahead. In addition to the rollout of service delivery infrastructure, the municipality’s capital 
expenditure is also directed towards economic stimulus and job creation. 


The capital budget is directly informed by the needs submitted by the community through the IDP process. In view 
of borrowings being maximised and the present economic climate, the high levels of capital expenditure cannot be 
sustained.

URBAN SETTLEMENTS DEVELOPMENT GRANT 

The urban settlements development grant is and integrated source of funding to provide infrastructure for 
municipal services and upgrade urban informal settlements in metropolitan municipalities. The grant is allocated as 
a supplementary grant to cities. A combination of grant funds and own revenue is used to develop infrastructure and 
integrated human settlements. Progress on these projects against the targets set in the service delivery and budget 
implementation plans are reported regularly. The grant is allocated mainly to Economic Development Projects R 338 
mil ( town centre renewals £t tourism nodes / corridors ) , Housing infrastructure and Interim Services R1.34bn, 
Roads R 216mil ( sidewalks, road upgrades and upgrade gravel to surface ) , EThekwini Transport Authority R 473mil 
( Cornubia Boulevard and traffic calming ), Water R Ibn ( supply infrastructure mainly water flagship project - 
Western and Northern Aqueduct and rural water ), Sanitation infrastructure R 1.26bn ( Ablution Blocks and rural 
sanitation ), Electricity supply infrastructure R 186mil ( substations, transformers, informal settlements connections, 
Zonal plans community projects R 554mil and other small projects ). Details of USDG funded capital projects are 
reflected in Annexure B.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES TO MBRR TABLE A1 - BUDGET SUMMARY 


Table A1 is a budget summary and provides a concise overview of the City’s budget from all of the major financial 
perspectives (operating, capital expenditure, financial position, cash flow, and MFMA funding compliance). The 
table provides an overview of the amounts to be approved for operating performance, as well as the municipality’s 
commitment to eliminating basic service delivery backlogs. 

Financial management reforms emphasises the importance of the municipal budget being funded. This requires the 
simultaneous assessment of the Financial Performance, Financial Position and Cash Flow Budgets, along with the 
Capital Budget. The Budget Summary provides the key information in this regard: 

a. The operating surplus/deficit (after Total Expenditure) is positive over the MTREF 

b. Capital expenditure is balanced by capital funding sources, of which 

i. Transfers recognized is reflected on the Financial Performance Budget; 

ii. Borrowing is incorporated in the net cash from financing on the Cash Flow Budget 

iii. Internally generated funds are financed from a combination of the current operating surplus and 
accumulated cash-backed surpluses from previous years. 

Even though the Council places great emphasis on the financial sustainability of the municipality, this is not being 
done at the expense of services to the poor. The section of Free Services shows that the amount spent on Free Basic 
Services and the revenue cost of free services provided by the municipality continues to increase. In addition, the 
municipality continues to make good progress in addressing service delivery backlogs.

EXPLANATORY NOTES TO MBRR TABLE A2 - BUDGET PERFORMANCE (REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE BY STANDARD 
CLASSIFICATION) 


Table A2 is a view of the budgeted financial performance in relation to revenue and expenditure per standard 
classification. The GFS standard classification divides the municipal services into 15 functional areas. Municipal 
revenue, operating expenditure and capital expenditure are then classified in terms of each of these functional 
areas which enable National Treasury to compile ‘whole of government’ reports. 

As a general principle the revenues for the Trading Services should exceed their expenditures. The table highlights 
that this is the case for Electricity, Water and Waste water functions, but not the Waste management function. 
Other functions that show a deficit between revenue and expenditure are being financed from rates revenues and 
other revenue sources

The MFMA provides 
that a municipality may approve multi-year or single-year capital budget appropriations. Budget appropriations for 
the two outer years are indicative allocations based on departmental plans as informed by the IDP and will be 
reviewed on an annual basis to assess the relevance of the expenditure in relation to the strategic objectives of the 
city. The capital programme is funded mainly from grants and transfers, borrowings and internally generated funds.

EXPLANATORY NOTES TO TABLE A6 - BUDGETED FINANCIAL POSITION 

Table A6 is a consistent with international standards of good financial management practice, and improves 
understandability for councilors and management of the impact of the budget on the statement of financial position 
(balance sheet). This format presenting the statement of financial position is aligned to GRAP1, which is generally 
aligned to the international version which presents Assets less Liabilities as “accounting” Community Wealth. The 
order of items within each group illustrates items in order of liquidity; i.e. assets readily converted to cash, or 
liabilities immediately required to be met from cash, appear first. 

Table A6 is supported by an extensive table of notes (Supporting Table SA3) providing a detailed analysis of the 
major components of a number of items, including: 

• Call investments deposits; 

• Consumer debtors; 

• Property, plant and equipment; 

• Trade and other payables; 

• Provisions non-current; 

• Changes in net assets; and 

• Reserves 
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The municipal equivalent of equity is Community Wealth/Equity. The justification is that ownership and the net 
assets of the municipality belong to the community. 


Any movement on the Budgeted Financial Performance or the Capital Budget will inevitably impact on the Budgeted 
Financial Position. As an example, the collection rate assumption will impact on the cash position of the 
municipality and subsequently inform the level of cash and cash equivalents at year end. Similarly, the collection 
rate assumption should inform the budget appropriation for debt impairment which in turn would impact on the 
provision for bad debt. 


These budget and planning assumptions form a critical link in determining the applicability and relevance of the 
budget as well as the determination of ratios and financial indicators. In addition the funding compliance assessment 
is informed directly by forecasting the statement of financial position.

The budgeted cash flow statement is the first measurement in determining if the budget is funded. It shows the 
expected level of cash in-flow versus cash out-flow that is likely to result from the implementation of the budget. It 
can be seen that the cash levels of the city dropped over the 2013/14 to 2014/15 period and is forecasted to 
increase for the 2015/16 financial year. The 2016/17 MTREF has been informed by the planning principle of ensuring 
adequate cash reserves over the medium-term. Cash and cash equivalents totals R 5.4 billion as at the end of the 
2016/17 financial year and is projected to decrease to R4.5 billion by 2018/19.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES TABLE A10 - BASIC SERVICE DELIVERY MEASUREMENT 


Table A10 provides an overview of service delivery levels, including backlogs for each of the main services. The City 
continues to make good progress with the eradication of backlogs. 

It is anticipated that these Free Basic Services will cost the municipality R 3.4 billion in 2016/17. This is partially 
covered by the municipality’s equitable share allocation of R 2.3 billion from national government. 

The total number of households in the municipal area is generally per census data. However, every two years the 
municipality does a count through the use of aerial photography. This is done using a digital backdrop of the latest 
aerial photography where the different types of households - informal, traditional, formal and other are noted and 
recorded. In respect of level of services of households for Water, Refuse removal and Sanitation these are obtained 
via Engineering Consultants who base it on aerial photography. With regards to electricity service, the levels are 
determined from the following: 

• Electricity (at least minimum service level) - Credit Connections registered on the COINS system 

• Electricity - prepaid (minimum service level) - Prepayment Connections registered on the CONTOUR system 


The Cost of FBS is determined by multiplying the number of households receiving these services, by the tariff for the 
respective service / consumption level for the period. The Free Basic Electricity rate is determined by the 
Department Of Energy and provided by NERSA with the approval of the rates on an annual basis which is applied to 
the number of households consuming at these levels for the respective period. 
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PART 2 - SUPPORTING DOCUMENTATION 


2.1 OVERVIEW OF THE ANNUAL BUDGET PROCESS 

2.1.1 OVERVIEW 

Budgeting is primarily about the choices that the municipality has to make between competing priorities and fiscal 
realities. The budget process is an effective process that every local government must undertake to ensure good 
governance and accountability. The process outlines the current and future direction that the city would follow in 
order to meet legislative stipulations. The budget process enables the city to optimally involve residents and other 
stakeholders in the budgeting process. 

The budget preparation process is guided by the following legislative requirements: 

• Municipal Finance Management Act 

• Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations 

• Municipal Systems Act and 

• Municipal Structures Act 

Section 21 of the MFMA requires that a time schedule setting out the process to draft the IDP and prepare the 
budget be tabled ten months before the financial year. In compliance with this requirement the IDP and budget time 
schedule was tabled before council in August 2015. The main aim of the timetable is to ensure integration between 
the Integrated Development Plan, the budget and allied process towards tabling a balanced budget. 

The adoption of the 2015/16 Medium Term Budget for the eThekwini Municipality on 27 May 2015 laid the foundation 
by which strategic functions within the municipality could apply sound financial planning and management over the 
medium to long term. It facilitated the critical alignment of planning, budgeting and sustainable service delivery in 
line with eThekwini’s vision of being Africa’s most caring and liveable city. 

The purpose of the 2016/17 Medium Term Budget is to comply with the Municipal Finance Management Act (No. 56 
of 2003) and is a financial plan to enable the municipality to achieve its vision and mission through the IDP which is 
informed by our five year programme and community/stakeholder inputs. The tabled budget was the start of a 
journey towards the final budget for approval. It included many processes both politically and administratively, 
amongst others, consultations with communities in the municipal area. In August 2015 budget instructions (broad 
expenditure parameters) were issued to departments by the Budget Office. Staff budget requirements were also 
reviewed for budgetary purposes with an intense scrutiny of human resources needs and assessment of all vacancies. 
During September 2015 a circular providing guidelines relating to the capital budget process was issued to Heads of 
department and provided assistance in categorising capital projects. 

A budget workshop was held during October 2015 which focused on a year to date capital and operating budget 
performance, budget adjustments and the 2016/17 MTREF. Broad Strategic responses to the state of the national 
economy were discussed. In November 2015, a budget workshop was held with senior officials as a prelude to the 
commencement of the budget process to review the 2015/16 budget and to enable strategic discussions pertaining 
to the budget process. The workshop dealt with past performance trends of the operating and capital budget, 
identified budget realities going forward and set the criteria and basis to be used in the appropriation of financial 
resources amongst city functions during the budget cycle. Budget meetings were also held with various clusters. At 
these meetings, budget strategy, budget policies and the alignment of the operating budget with the IDP were 
discussed. The IDP’s strategic focus areas informed the development of the budget, in addition to assessing the 
relative capacity to implement the budget, taking affordability considerations into account. 

Further deliberations were held on the budget with a view to assessing the budget and reducing the deficit in order 
to ensure that the increases in rates and tariffs to balance the budget were restricted to an acceptable level. In 
order to address the initial budget deficit and ensure reasonable levels of tariffs and also to conform to National 
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Treasury cost containment guidelines, Austerity Measures have been applied to the 2016/17 medium term budget. In 
January 2016 budget presentations were held with the city manager and cluster managers. 

The mechanism through which the needs of the municipality are identified and priorities set is the Integrated 
Development Plan (IDP). The capital budget is then accordingly allocated to cover the higher priority projects in the 
IDP. A series of meetings were held to ensure that the budget is prioritized, balanced and aligned to Councils IDP. A 
review of the capital borrowings and capital spending took place as the trend in borrowings is not sustainable in 
view of the increased financial charges and the impacts on tariffs. Capital budget allocations are often made at a 
project level through a prioritization process. In dealing with capital finance allocations, the city aimed to maintain 
a strategic balance between (1) the social objective of eradicating service backlogs and providing infrastructure to 
the poor, (2) the economic growth objective of providing infrastructure to support economic growth and increased 
municipal revenue, and (3) the objective of providing for rehabilitation and/or replacement of existing assets that 
had reached the end of their useful lives. 

The 2016/17 and 2017/18 Capital budgets as approved per the 2015/16 MTREF was used as a base for prioritization. 
Projects with contractual commitments were given priority with funding being allocated to committed projects in 
the first instance. The impacts of projects expected to be rolled over from the 2015/16 year was also considered. 
The city used National Treasury financial modeling techniques, based on the MSFM, to assist with prioritization and 
to assess the capital budget allocation. This was done by first running the MSFM on an unconstrained base scenario, 
projecting the ideal capital allocation to meet all the city’s backlog, growth and rehabilitation needs. The line 
departments had to specify how the capital projects in their individual budgets were split among the five key focus 
areas i.e. social, economic, rehabilitation, environmental and administration. While the overall capital required was 
significantly more than the capital funding available, it was useful to analyze the difference in allocation between 
these categories. 


During the prioritization process of the capital budget, the impact of capital projects on future operating budgets 
was assessed and considered prior to these projects being approved. Both the operating and capital budgets have 
been evaluated through a prioritisation mechanism that ensures alignment to the development strategy of the 
municipality. 


THE BUDGET CYCLE 
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2.1.2 POLITICAL OVERSIGHT OF THE BUDGET PROCESS 


The key to strengthening the link between priorities and spending plans lies in enhancing political oversight of the 
budget process. Strengthening the link between Government’s priorities and spending plans is not an end in itself, 
but the goal should be enhanced service delivery aimed at improving the quality of life for all people within the 
City. The Strategic Management Team has a significant role to play in the financial planning process. 


Section 53(1) (a) of the MFMA, states that, the mayor of a municipality must provide political guidance over the 
budget process and the priorities that must guide the preparation of the budget. The Strategic Management Team 
and the Executive Committee advise Council accordingly. Political oversight of the budget process allows 
Government, and in particular, the municipality to manage the tension between competing policy priorities and 
fiscal realities. 


2.1.3 PROCESS FOR CONSULTATIONS WITH EACH GROUP OF STAKEHOLDERS AND OUTCOMES 


Local government policy and legislation put great emphasis on municipalities developing a culture of community 
participation and the creation of appropriate and relevant community participation mechanisms, processes and 
procedures. The municipality prides itself of enjoying the reputation of actively engaging many of its citizens as 
possible in its planning, budgeting, implementation and monitoring processes. In order to strengthen public 
participation, the municipality has been rolling out its outreach programme to all regions in the municipal area, 
during the year. 

Accordingly, the tabling of the draft Budget in council on the 31 March 2016 was followed by extensive publication of 
the budget documentation in the council’s newspaper, Metro eZasegagasini. Copies of the tabled budget in both 
electronic and printed formats were submitted to National Treasury as well as the Kwazulu-Natal Provincial Treasury 
and the Provincial Department of Co-operative Governance and Traditional Affairs. The tabled budget was also 
published on the council’s website. In terms of the Municipal Systems Act and in conjunction with the Municipal 
Finance Management Act, hearings on the budgets were held during April Et May 2016 in various regions in the 
eThekwini area, with each region comprising of a number of wards. The hearings covered all 103 wards in the 
Municipal Area. The meetings were generally well attended. All questions raised by the public were recorded 
together with the responses made. The issues raised and responses made at the hearings are forwarded to the 
relevant department for appropriate action.

2.2 OVERVIEW OF ALIGNMENT OF BUDGET WITH IDP 


The City’s Integrated Development Plan (IDP) is its principal strategic planning instrument, which guides and informs 
its on-going planning, management and development actions. The IDP represents the city administration’s 
commitment to exercise its executive authority (except in cases where it is in conflict with national or provincial 
legislation, in which case such legislation prevails), and is effectively the local government’s blueprint by which it 
strives to realise its vision for EThekwini in the short, medium and long term. 

However, while the IDP represents the strategic intent of the City, it is also compiled with the understanding that a 
number of challenges will need to be overcome in order to achieve the strategic objectives it sets out. Some of 
these challenges are known, while others are as yet unknown and may arise at any time due to any number of 
national and international economic, political or social events. 


2.2.1 KEY NATIONAL AND PROVINCIAL GUIDING DOCUMENTS 

To ensure that the municipality is a more responsive, efficient, effective and accountable local government, we will 
outline, precisely how we intend to translate our Long Term 2030 Municipality Vision into an effective plan that 
aligns the municipal budgets, monitoring and evaluating mechanisms as well as timeframes for delivery. The 
municipality has taken the strategic direction to achieve closer alignment between the Long Term Development 
objectives and the IDP (in context of International, National, Provincial and Local development policies). The 
development of the strategic approach for the Municipality is guided by - but not limited to - the following; 

Sustainable Development Goals 

The intention of the SDG’s is to be a universally shared common, globally accepted vision to progress to a just, safe 
and sustainable space for all inhabitants. It is based on the moral principle of the Millennium Development Goals 
that no one or one country should be left behind and that each country has a common responsibility in delivering on 
the global vision. In the development of the SDG’s each of the goals are conceived as both ambitions and challenges 
to countries and more so cities. It is further noted that each of the SDG targets and goals are applicable to both 
developed and developing countries alike. The universality of the targets and goals represent differing degrees of 
challenges and ambitions for different countries depending on their current developmental trajectory and 
circumstances. The goals are also flexible enough to allow for differentiated approach through all levels of 
government. 
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One of the departure points in developing the SDG’s was that countries would need to ensure that there is a balance 
between the economic, political, social and environmental effort required to ensure that these goals are achieved. 
The municipality is currently working with its international partners in the development of the Sustainable 
Development Goals and indicators that would be adopted in 2016. The SDG’s allow for a whole holistic development 
of cities with a wider range of development programs. The municipality would continue to address these issues in a 
holistic and integrated manner. 

National Development Plan (Vision 2030) 

The intention of this plan is to improve service delivery for citizens of South Africa, whilst integrating national, 
provincial and local policies and programmes into a single, target orientated and long term based plan. In this plan a 
collective approach of improving the lives of the citizens is applied, and communities themselves have a role to play 
in this regard. The Spatial component of the NDP which is the Integrated Urban Development Framework provides a 
macro spatial context for urban development at a national level. These will also include the SIP projects. Projects 
identified as catalytic restructuring projects that would change spatial form of the cities have been budgeted for in 
the MTREF, such projects include the freight route, IRTPN networks. 


Delivery Agreement Outcome 9 

The aim of Delivery Agreement: Outcome 9 is to ensure a responsive, accountable, effective and efficient local 
government system so as to restore the confidence of citizens in the local government sphere. As such 
municipalities need to ensure that the basic needs of communities are met; build clean, effective, efficient, 
responsive and accountable local government; improve performance and professionalism and strengthen 
partnerships between local government, communities and civil society. Whilst primarily there is a reporting line to 
Outcome 9, the municipality also reports on Outcome 8 which concentrates on human settlements. 


National Priorities: SONA (State of the Nations Address 2016) 

The State of the Nation address for the 2016 confirmed the President’s commitment to the Nine Point plan to ignite 
growth and create jobs, these plans are as follows: 

1. Resolving the energy challenge 

2. Revitalizing agriculture and the agro-processing value chain 

3. Advancing beneficiation or adding value to our mineral wealth 

4. More effective implementation of a higher impact Industrial Policy Action Plan 

5. Encouraging private sector investment 

6. Moderating workplace conflict 

7. Unlocking the potential of SMMEs, co-operatives, township and rural enterprises 

8. State reform and boosting the role of state owned companies, ICT infrastructure or broadband roll out, 
water, sanitation and transport infrastructure as well as 

9. Operation Phakisa aimed growing the ocean economy and other sectors. 

The SONA 2016 also highlighted areas of specific importance for the country some of the issues raised are : 


1) 2016 is the year of Local Government elections and the president urged youth to register and vote in the 
upcoming elections. The Back to Basic program was further highlighted with measures to improve 
performance also indicated. Some of the measures could include, spots checks, site visits, forensic reporting 
and increased interventions into struggling municipalities. 

2) The fight against HIV/AIDS received a boost with announcement and the supply of anti-retroviral drugs 
would be improved through the establishment of a state-owned pharmaceutical company. The Health 
Ministry would also continue with the HIV prevention campaign largely aimed at the youth. From an 
Ethekwini Perspective the issues relating to HIV/AIDS is timely considering that the city is Flosing the World 
Aids Conference in 2016. In December 2016 the white paper on the National Flealth Insurance, which aims to 
improve healthcare provision in the country, would be released 
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3) Land claims featured in the SONA with 120 000 additional applications been lodged for those that missed the 
1998 deadline. President indicated that a land ownership bill would be presented to parliament where land 
ownership would be capped to 12 000 hectares, prohibition of foreigners owning land and long term leases 
promoted. 

4) It was noted that five of the nine provinces are currently experiencing drought and that government through 
various programs are providing relief to the affected communities, president stressed to need to conserve 
water resources. Community outreach projects such as Operation Hydrate was commended. 

5) Government would introduce and implement cost cutting measure to curb wasteful expenditure. The 
president noted that the country was in an economic slump and urged all to embrace austerity measures. 
The roll out of the nuclear program would continue and would be procured on a scale and pace that the 
country can afford. Cabinet would also need to look at the implications of having two capitals which is 
currently cost prohibitive. 

6) Parliament would also review its migration policy which would make it easier for business to obtain visa’s for 
scarce skilled personnel from abroad. It was noted that preference should be given to local workers. 


Towards an Integrated Urban Development Framework 

A key objective of government is to facilitate economic growth, job creation and reduce poverty and income 
inequality. The framework for integrated urban development is a key governmental initiative to realise this 
objective because it leverages the potential of our cities and towns, which are South Africa’s engines of growth and 
job creation. Urban areas offer the advantages of economic concentration, connectivity to global markets, the 
availability of new technologies and the reality of knowledge economies. Given the challenges that urban areas 
face, there is a need to forge a sustainable growth vision for our urban and rural spaces that will guide our 
development priorities and choices. As such the framework begins to identify key levers, such as the City Support 
Programme, which can provide lessons of shaping fiscal incentives and capacity-building for spatial integration in 
metropolitan municipalities as well as raising awareness of green city practices for protecting the environment and 
managing the impact of climate change. 

Provincial Priorities (State of the Province Address) 

The Premier highlighted Key intervention areas for the province that would influence the IDP for municipalities. In 
the SOPA the alignment of the IDP, PGDS and the NDP were stressed. In the speech the Premier listed the priority 
Interventions which remain the foundation of the Provincial Growth and Development Plan. The Interventions are: 

• Revitalization of the agriculture and agro-processing value chain 

• Implementation of a Higher Impact Industrial Policy Action Plan 

• Advancing Beneficiation (adding value to mineral wealth) 

• Unlocking potential of the SMME sector, co-operatives, townships and rural enterprises 

• Growing the oceans economy 

• Resolving the energy challenge 

• Managing works place conflict 

• Scaling up private sector participation 

• Cross cutting relating to IT, Transport, Science and Technology 


The Premier also stressed on the development and protection of human capital and the need to further develop 
skills and improve education in the province. 


Provincial Growth and Development Strategy 

In line with the National vision 2030, the Provincial Growth and developmental Strategy will ensure economic growth 
and improved quality of life in KwaZulu-Natal. An integrated service delivery mechanism will be applied by various 
stakeholders in an effort to create employment opportunities, skills enhancement, effective and efficient 
governance, human and community development, improved infrastructure and adequate utilization of spatial form. 
The PGDS is currently under review to ensure that the plan meets the objectives of the National Planning 
Commission as well as the SDG’s. 
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Long Term Development Framework 


Many cities around the world are competing with one another on the global open market to become economically 
competitive and in doing so, are inadvertently creating unsustainable environments. Against this background then, it 
is clear that the municipality has indeed a direct role to play in the facilitation and management of long-term 
planning and development processes that consider the issue of sustainability. The municipality has reviewed its Long 
Term Development Framework (LTDF) to ensure that sustainability in all its facets is embedded into the Municipality 
and influences the IDP. 


2.2.2 DEVELOPMENT CHALLENGES 


Significant strides have been made to address the key development challenges in the municipality. While significant 
progress has been made in all areas, there is still some distance to go towards addressing the following challenges: 


• High rates of unemployment and low economic growth; 

• High levels of poverty; 

• Low levels of skills development and literacy; 

• Limited access to basic household and community services; 

• Increased incidents of HIV/AIDS and communicable diseases; 

• Loss of natural capital; 

• Unsustainable developmental practices; 

• High levels of crime and risk; 

• Ensuring adequate energy and water supply; 

• Ensuring food security; 

• Infrastructure degradation; 

• Climate change; 

• Ensuring financial sustainability; 

• Ineffectiveness and inefficiency of inward-looking local government still prevalent in the municipality. 


The essence of our IDP is to achieve a balance between meeting basic needs, strengthening the economy and 
developing people skills and a technology base for the future. In an effort to achieve our 2030 vision to be Africa’s 
most caring and liveable city, the municipality has identified six priority areas of intervention for the next five years 
which need to be balanced and integrated. Given the strategic framework that has been outlined it is clear that the 
city’s budget must be a pro-growth budget that meets basic needs and builds on existing skills and technology.The 
municipality’s delivery plan is organised into eight separate but related plans. The Municipality’s 2030 vision is also 
aligned to the Vision 2026 for the African Union. 

They are interrelated because: 

• All the programmes and projects are filtered through the common set of filters described above. 

• The plans, programmes and projects are supportive of each other, to ensure greater impact in delivery. 

• Where contradictions or overlaps are found to exist, these will duly be brought into alignment. 
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The eight plans are: 


• Developing and Sustaining our Spatial, Natural and Built Environment. 

• Creating a Prosperous, Diverse Economy and Generate Employment Opportunities. 

• Creating a Quality Living Environment. 

• Fostering a Socially Equitable Environment. 

• Creating a Platform for Growth, Empowerment and Skills Development 

• Embracing our cultural diversity, arts and heritage. 

• Engendering a more Responsive Local Government. 

• Financially Accountable and Sustainable City. 

The delivery of these plans should ensure that the people of eThekwini are able to: 

• Live in harmony 

• Be proud of the municipality 

• Feel protected 

• Feel that the basic needs are being met 


2.2.3 MUNICIPAL STRATEGIC PRIORITY AREAS 


In order to achieve our vision and to address the development challenges, there are a number of key strategic 
priority areas which need to be taken into consideration. These priorities lead to the creation of structures which 
support, house and associate other actions and activities - the building blocks around which actions and 
prioritisation take place. It also acts as a point of leverage for creating a sustainable municipality that is caring and 
liveable.

2.2.4 POLITICAL PRIORITIES AND LINKAGES TO THE IDP 


The IDP is an all-encompassing plan which provides the framework for development within a municipality. It aims to 
co-ordinate the work of local and other spheres of government in coherent plans to improve the quality of life for all 
the people living in the area. All operating and capital programs in the 2016/17 medium-term budget have been 
assessed through a prioritisation mechanism that was developed to ensure that there is alignment to the 
development strategy of the municipality. The IDP formed the basis of the priorities identified in the strategic plan 
and all resources are focused on the achievement of the priorities. 


2.2.5 IDP OVERVIEW AND KEY AMENDMENTS 


The Municipal Systems Act requires that each Municipality prepare an Integrated Development Plan to serve as a tool 
for transforming local governments towards facilitation and management of development within their areas of 
jurisdiction. The IDP is a five year plan whose principal purpose is to ensure the development of the local community 
in an integrated manner which involves strategic business units within the municipality, relevant strategic 
stakeholders and the community. In the five year review, the Eight Point Plan of action will continue to guide the 
municipality, but has once again been refined and refocused our strategic programmes, so as to respond more 
effectively to the key challenges. 


2.2.6 IDP REVIEW PROCESS AND STAKEHOLDER PARTICPATION 

The IDP is reviewed yearly to inculcate a democratic approach to local governance by ensuring all stakeholders get 
an opportunity to voice their opinions in influencing the shape, form, direction and pace of development in their 
localities. The municipality is committed to addressing the needs of the people and values the inputs from 
communities and stakeholders. The IDP draft process plan for 2016/2017 was adopted by council on 2015-10-01 and 
advertised for comment and input. The plan specified timeframes, actions and procedures and appropriate 
mechanisms for public participation and alignment. 

The third generation of eThekwini’s Integrated Development Plan (IDP) focuses on translating our Municipal Vision 
into action. As set out in the Municipal Systems Act (2000), in the review of the five year IDP, a stakeholder 
consultation process is necessary. Of critical importance is for the municipality to ensure that there is thorough 
consultation with the community and strategic stakeholders. The Development of the New five year plan in 2017/18 
would provide further opportunity for the citizens to actively participate in the development of the IDP. 


2.2.7 LINK BETWEEN THE IDP AND THE BUDGET 


In compliance with the Municipal Structures Act (1998) and Municipal Financial Management Act (2003), our 
municipal budget is informed and aligned to the IDP objectives. The IDP determines and prioritises the needs of the 
community. The budgetary allocations for both the capital and operating expenditure are undertaken in a manner 
that will not only ensure that our IDP outcomes are achieved but also to ensure that our municipality’s 2030 vision is 
realised. The 2016/17 MTREF has therefore, been directly informed by the IDP revision process and TABLE 
SA4, SA5 and SA6 provide a reconciliation between the IDP strategic objectives and operating revenue, 
operating expenditure and capital expenditure. 

We have come a long way in capital budgeting - away from departmental budgeting. Based on such models as the 
Multi Criteria Dimension Model (MCDM) and Capital Investment Management System (CIMS), the city is able to link its 
budget with its programmes, and is able to adequately spread its capital budget geographically as well in 
accordance with the IDP eight-point plan. In terms of the operating budget we have made excellent progress but are 
now more committed than ever to ensure that critical operating budget resources are prioritised in terms of stated 
IDP outcomes. More importantly, the Performance Management System (PMS) allows the municipality an opportunity 
to monitor and evaluate individual and organisational performance in meeting our IDP outcomes and vision. As with 
previous year’s, our IDP remains the strategic driver of both our budget and performance management system. 
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2.3 MEASURABLE PERFORMANCE OBJECTIVES AND INDICATORS

Debt to Asset Ratio: 

Total debt to total assets is a leverage ratio that defines the total amount of debt relative to assets. 


Debt to Revenue: 

The ratio indicates the extent of total borrowings in relation to total operating revenue. The purpose of the ratio is 
to provide assurance that sufficient revenue will be generated to repay liabilities.

Capital Charges to Operating Expenditure: 

Capital charges to operating expenditure (the measure of the cost of borrowing in relation to the operating 
expenditure) compares favourably to the acceptable norm of around 10%. 


Current Ratio: 


The ratio measures the short term liquidity, that is, the extent to which the current liabilities can be paid from 
current assets. The higher the ratio, the healthier is the situation. Whilst the ratio of 1.2:1 is below the norm of 1.5 
to 2.1 normally set for municipalities, there is sufficient cash to meet creditor obligations. 


Credit Rating 

Despite the current economic climate, the municipality has maintained its investment grade credit rating of AA- in 
the long term and A1+ in the short term with a positive outlook. The long term rating indicates that the municipality 
has very high credit quality, very strong protection factors. The short-term rating means that the municipality has 
the highest certainty of timely payment, short term liquidity and risk factors are extremely low. This is the highest 
rating in the municipal sector. 


TABLE SA8 sets out the municipalities main performance objectives and benchmarks for the 2016/17 MTREF. 


2.3.2 FREE AND SUBSIDISED BASIC SERVICES 


One of the objectives of a local authority is to ensure the provision of services to communities in a sustainable 
manner. The constitution stipulates that a municipality must structure and manage its administration, budgeting and 
planning to give priority to the basic needs of the community and to promote their social and economic 
development. To cater for the indigent, the municipality as part of its welfare package provides a basket of free 
basic services in accordance with a defined level of service. The basic social package is an affirmation of the 
municipality’s commitment to push back the frontiers of poverty by providing a social welfare to those residents 
who cannot afford to pay, because of adverse social and economic realities. 


Details relating to free basic services are contained in TABLE A10. 


In reviewing the levels of free basic services for the 2016/17 year, the following factors were taken into 
consideration:

The assistance to the qualifying households are regulated by council’s budget related policies which are reviewed 
annually based on modelling the impacts of the tariffs on all residential properties. The cost of this social package is 
partially funded from the equitable share of R 2.3 billion provided by National Government. 


2.3.3 DRINKING WATER QUALITY AND WASTE WATER MANAGEMENT 

EThekwini Water Services performs the role of the water service authority whilst Umgeni Water is the water service 
provider for the municipal area. EThekwini Water and Sanitation Unit is committed to providing safe drinking water 
of the highest quality as well as treating waste water responsibility so that it does not negatively impact on human 
health or our environment. 
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BLUE DROP CERTIFICATION 


The Blue drop programme provides a holistic approach to drinking water quality management and a systematic, 
transparent approach to the consistent provision of safe water with a clear focus on public health. EThekwini Metro 
and Umgeni Water worked well to maintain the illustrious Blue Drop status for the eThekwini main system. At the 
last round of Blue Drop awards, eThekwini Municipality was awarded a Blue Drop for the fourth consecutive year and 
was placed fourth in the country and first in KwaZulu-Natal. The municipality continues to manage drinking water 
within its area of jurisdiction with distinction. 


GREEN DROP RATINGS 

The Green Drop Regulation Programme aims to certify the wastewater systems of all municipalities and water 
service providers in South Africa. The green drop rewards excellence in the management of wastewater during its 
journey from source, conveyance in sewer networks, its treatment at wastewater works and its final discharge to 
the receiving environment. Waste water treatment works operated by the City are authorised to discharge 
treatment effluent to rivers and the marine environment. The municipality is a leading Green Drop Metropolitan 
Municipality. The Green Drop regulation programme was established by the Department of Water Affairs to certify 
the waste water systems of all municipalities and water service providers. Budgetary provision for the upgrades and 
maintenance of water reticulation and sewerage treatment works is made in the MTREF to ensure that systems are 
capacitated to deliver at acceptable standards. 


2.4 OVERVIEW OF BUDGET RELATED POLICIES 

The MFMA and the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations require budget related policies to be reviewed, and 
where applicable, to be updated on an annual basis. The main purpose of budget related policies is to govern and 
guide the budget process and inform the projections of the medium term. 

The following are budget related policies which have been approved by Council, or have been reviewed /amended 
and / or are currently being reviewed / amended in line with National Guidelines and other legislation. 


2.4.1 ASSESSMENT RATES POLICY 


As required in terms of section 5 of the MPRA, the Rates Policy has been reviewed for the 2016/17 financial year and 
the amended policy was adopted in principle by Council on 2015-12-10 for public comment, with a closing date of 31 
January 2016. The policy revised policy was adopted by Council on 31 March 2016. 

The applicable assessment rate tariffs are reflected in the Resolutions to Council on the budget. 


2.4.2 CREDIT CONTROL AND DEBT COLLECTION POLICY 

The primary objective of this policy is to ensure that all monies due and payable to the municipality in respect of 
services are collected efficiently and promptly. As required in terms of section 97 of the Municipal Systems Act, the 
credit control and debt collection policy for the 2016/17 financial year has been reviewed and the policy adopted by 
Council on 31 March 2016. 


2.4.3 TARIFF POLICY 


The Municipal Systems Act requires a Municipality to have a Tariff Policy on the levying of fees for Municipal services 
provided by the municipality itself or by way of service delivery agreement, and which complies with the provisions 
of that Act, the Municipal Finance Management Act and other applicable legislation. Accordingly, Council adopted a 
Tariff Policy on 2013-05-14, which remains unchanged. 
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2.4.4 WATER POLICY 


The initial water policy was approved by council on 2005-06-22 which has subsequently been amended and provides 
for amongst others things: level of services, provision of water services, payment for services etc. 

The Council’s tariffs are affected by the following factors: 

• Bulk purchase cost: Umgeni Water 

• Unaccounted for water 

• Debtors collection rate 

• Cost of free basic water 

• Capital Unit Charge for bulk DWA projects. 


2.4.5 SUPPLY CHAIN MANAGEMENT POLICY 


The policy reflects and represents the context of a specific government policy that finds expressions within the 
provisions of the Municipal Finance Management Act 56 of 2003. The principal objectives of the policy are to 
provide, promote, and implement theoretical guidelines, governing processes and procedures within the supply 
chain management. The initial SCM Policy was adopted by council on 2005-09-22 for implementation. In alignment 
with regulations and National Treasury Circulars, the policy has been revised and was adopted by council on 2013- 
10-30. 


This revised policy includes stringent monitoring measures and a new Blacklisting Committee. Highlights of the 
policy include a contracts register which ensures that procurement plans are in place before any work is given out. 
In addition, service providers will be monitored and contract managers will have to produce close out reports after 
each contract has been undertaken. The revised policy also includes the new electronic quotation management 
system and suppliers self-service. This policy is used in conjunction with the Targeted Procurement Policy, and the 
new Preferential Procurement Regulations. There will be constant review of the SCM policy through its 
implementation. 


Further revisions to the SCM Policy have been incorporated in a review document in 2015. These include expansion 
on certain sections, and in particular Section 36, which requires additional accountability on the part of Unit Heads 
to reduce the risk of poor planning and thereby reduce irregular expenditure. The revised policy was adopted with 
the current budget. 


2.4.6 INVESTMENT / CASH MANAGEMENT AND BORROWING POLICIES 

As required by the Municipal Finance Management Act, and in conformity with the Municipal Cash Management 
Regulations, the Investment Framework policy and Guidelines has been reviewed with the revised policy adopted by 
Council on 2013-08-28. 


The main objectives of the Investment Framework policy are to: 

• Maximise returns from authorised investments consistent with minimising risk 

• Maintain adequate liquidity to meet cash flow needs 

• Undertake the investment of funds not immediately required for operational purposes 

• Ensure diversification of permitted investments 

• Ensure compliance with all legislation governing the investment of funds including establishment of a 
framework and guidelines for investment of municipal funds 

• Evaluate and ensure no over exposure of investments to any individual financial institutions. 
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The main objectives of the Borrowing Policy and are to: 


• Ensure compliance with statutory requirements and National Treasury borrowing regulations 

• Ensure that the funds are obtained at the lowest possible interest rate at minimum risk, within the 
parameters of authorised borrowings 

• Ensure compliance with all legislation governing the borrowing of municipal funds including establishment of 
a framework and guidelines for borrowing of funds 

• Maintain debt within specified limits and ensure adequate provision for the repayment of debt and debt 
repayment to be sustainable 

• To outline the appropriate actions of a prudent person standard in the context of managing overall debt 


2.4.7 VIREMENTS BUDGET POLICY 

In order to give departmental heads greater flexibility in managing their budgets, Virements budget procedures are 
in place for the revision of budgets (within votes - i.e. Output Unit) via a Virements budget. These procedures 
provide guidance to managers of when they may shift funds within votes. 

To ensure compliance with Section 28 of the MFAAA, and the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, procedures 
were formulated with regards to the transfer of funds and the adjustment budget reporting. 


2.4.8 ASSET MANAGEMENT PLAN 


The goal of infrastructure asset management is to meet a required level of service in the most cost effective 
manner, which is achieved through the management of assets’ life cycle, for present and future generations. 
National Government has legislated (MFMA), the need for local government to formulate active asset management 
programmes. An infrastructure asset management plan technically analyses the life cycle of an asset, and predicts 
when maintenance needs to be done to the asset before it deteriorates to such an extent that it no longer meets the 
community’s needs. 


The municipality is on a drive to introduce good asset management practices in all units and has embarked on the 
development of a whole of City Infrastructure Asset Management Plan. The purpose of the Asset Management Plan is 
to improve the management of the city’s assets, predict future asset problems and identify future maintenance 
costs of all the infrastructure assets. 


eThekwini established a GIS-based system that analyses the condition of full range of asset classes, assesses the risk 
implications of asset failure, views and analyses the geographical locations of asset renewal and rehabilitation 
needs, determines the risks and costs implications of failing to carry out maintenance on key infrastructure assets, 
as well as the risks and cost implications of maintaining assets whose useful life has expired. Asset portfolios have 
been assessed and the replacement values of assets determined. The city is also in the process of preparing an 
integrated IAMP for electricity, water and sanitation, roads, transport, parks and leisure, storm-water, solid waste, 
and property and buildings. The adoption of good asset management practice is actively promoted across 
departments, with the emphasis on proactive maintenance, managing demand to limit the unnecessary construction 
of new assets and investigating alternative supply options. 


2.4.9 ACCOUNTING POLICY 

In order to ensure that the financial statements are compliant with GRAP, the accounting policies were realigned 
and approved by council on 2006-06-29. The latest amendments to the accounting policies were approved by council 
on 2015-05-27. 
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2.4.10 FUNDING AND RESERVES POLICY 


A funding and reserves policy has been formulated and was approved by the council at its meeting on 2010-05-03. 
The policy is aimed at ensuring that the Municipality procures sufficient and cost effective funding in order to 
achieve its capital expenditure objectives in an optimum manner. 


2.4.11 BUDGET POLICY 

The Budget Policy was approved by council on 23 February 2011. 


2.5 OVERVIEW OF BUDGET ASSUMPTIONS 


2.5.1 KEY FINANCIAL ASSUMPTIONS 


Budget assumptions and parameters are determined in advance of the budget process to allow budgets to be 
constructed to support the achievement of the longer-term financial and strategic targets. The assumptions and 
principles applied in the development of this budget are mainly based upon guidelines from National Treasury 
(expenditure growth) and other external bodies such as the National Electricity Regulator of South Africa (NERSA), 
Umgeni Water and other major service providers. 


The municipal fiscal environment is influenced by a variety of macroeconomic control measures. National Treasury 
determines the ceiling of year-on-year increases in the total operating budget, whilst the National Electricity 
Regulator (NER) regulates electricity tariff increases. Various government departments also affect municipal service 
delivery through the level of grants and subsidies.

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2.5.2 CREDIT RATING OUTLOOK 


A credit rating is an independent opinion on the ability of an entity to pay its financial obligations, in full and on 
time. The Global Credit Rating Company (GCR) reviewed the credit ratings for eThekwini Municipality, following a 
detailed analysis of the municipality’s 2014/15 financial statements and medium-term expenditure budgets and have 
accorded the following: 


• Long term: The rating of AA- has been maintained in the ‘double A band’. The rating is defined as having a very 
high credit quality. 

• Short term: The rating has been upgraded to A1+. The rating is defined as having a very high certainty of timely 
payment. 




These are both rated as High Grade and the upgrade of the short term category to A1 constitutes the highest 
certainty of timely payment, short term liquidity, access to alternative funding is high and risk factors are extremely 
low. It also indicates that the credit outlook is stable. The rating panel were of the opinion that eThekwini continues 
to reflect a strong stand-alone financial profile with robust solvency and a lowly geared balance sheet which results 
in a very strong credit risk profile. A rating of this nature is crucial for borrowings undertaken and extremely 
important for the capital expenditure programme. 


2.5.3 BORROWING AND INVESTMENT OF FUNDS 


BORROWINGS 

The Municipal Finance Management Act No. 56 of 2003 permits long term borrowing by municipalities only to finance 
capital expenditure, property, plant and equipment. 

The eThekwini Municipality’s Infrastructure Financing Strategy is to: 

• Maximise internally generated funds and national transfers from other spheres of government. 

• Minimize borrowings. 

• Pursue alternate funding sources e.g. Development charges, and public private partnerships. 


CAPITAL EXPENDITURE 


The capital expenditure of the parent municipality has been funded from a mix of government transfers, internally 
generated funds and external loans. The 2016/17 Capital Budget of R 6.6 billion is being financed by R 3,6 billion 
from government grants, R 2.0 billion of internally generated funds and R 1,0 billion in external loans.The graph 
below shows the Total Capital Budget since 2010 and indicates its funding sources. The figures in the 10 bars are in 
billions.

* Loans comprise, on average, only 15 % of the funding mix, 2010 - 2015 being actuals and 2016 to 2019 forecasts. 

It will be observed that Loans comprise the smallest portion of the funding mix for Capital Expenditure, with Grants 
being the largest contributor. 


BASIC SERVICE DELIVERY 

The table below indicates the Capital spend on ‘Basic Service Delivery’ items over the past three years. The bulk of 
the Capital is spent on ‘Basic Service Delivery’ infrastructure. This pattern of expenditure is expected to be 
maintained for the foreseeable future.

LONG TERM BORROWING 


APPROACH 


Long term borrowings in eThekwini have been mainly in the form of annuity loans, with a significant proportion 
borrowed from the Development Bank of South Africa and financial institutions. The dominance of annuity loans 
within eThekwini’s borrowing portfolio is largely due to the ability of the City to source competitive interest rates 
from financial institutions. While a bond issuance is a viable option for eThekwini, in part due to an excellent credit 
rating of AA annuity loans are preferred. 

This is because they are a cheaper source of finance and are less risky for the City, as the principal is paid over the 
duration of the loan instead of a bullet payment at the end of the term. The City has in the past preferred fixed 
interest rate annuity loans as they eliminate interest risk associated with variable rate loans. 

Whilst the municipality’s budgeted loan requirement for 2015/16 is R 1.0 billion, it is intended to borrow R 0.75 
billion and it is anticipated that this loan will be drawn down by the 30 June 2016. 


DEBT CAPACITY INDICATORS 


The City tracks a number of key debt capacity indicators, with the prudential limits for each of these ratios being 
summarised below: 


• Gearing should preferably be maintained at 40 per cent of total revenues. 

• Debt service costs should not exceed 8 per cent of total operating revenues. 
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The tables below indicate the status of the indicators mentioned above:

The graphs above indicate that the City will not breach any of the prudential ratios over the MTREF period. The 
borrowings are therefore sustainable and affordable. 


FUTURE TREND 

Government grants are budgeted to fund the bulk of capex spend annually (2016: 60%; 2017: 58%; 2018: 57%), 
underpinned by the urban development settlement grant. The City is expected to source around R 3.0 billion in new 
loans annually from 2016 to 2018. TABLE SA17 provides a detailed analysis of the City’s borrowing liability. 

The gearing is forecast to fall to 38 % in 2016 ( 2015: 41% ), and further to 35% in 2017 and 32% in 2018. 
Furthermore, liquidity metrics are expected to remain sound, with days cash on hand forecast to be maintained 
about 100 days over the next 3 years.

INVESTMENTS 

Investments made with the various financial institutions are strictly in compliance with Municipal Finance 
Management Act and the Investment Regulations. 

The investment returns achieved and projections are as follows: -

Cash which is surplus to immediate requirements is invested in short term money market instruments in terms of a 
stringent investment policy which specifies that cash holdings only be placed across ‘the big 4’ South African banks 
and Investec. Cash and investments are expected to be around R 5.0 billion at the end of the current financial year. 


TABLES SA15 Et SA16 provide details of investments and investments particular by maturity. 


However, it must be remembered that not this entire amount represents ‘unrestricted’ cash. The following amounts 
are ring fenced, viz. Self-Insurance Fund R 1 billion; Unspent Grants presently R 0,5 billion. A Cash holding of R 5.0 
billion represents 99 Days Cash on Hand. The National Treasury norm is 1 - 3 months Cash on Hand so there is 
consequently no further leeway to utilise internally generated funds for the Capital Budget. 


RISKS ASSOCIATED WITH AGGRESSIVE CAPITAL BUDGET 

The following risks need to be acknowledged before any consideration can be given to increasing the utilisation of 
internally generated funds for the financing of the Capital Budget, viz: 

• Whilst the City presently enjoys a healthy debtors collection rate, sustained high tariff increases being 
passed onto consumers may present a challenge in terms of sustaining these levels in the future. 

• Depreciation provisions every year have to be ‘cash backed’, after providing for the National Treasury norm 
for Days Cash on Hand of 90 days. This places a significant higher demand on maintaining cash resources. 
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2.5.4 PRICE MOVEMENTS ON SPECIFICS 


The tariff for 2016/2017 bulk water purchases from Umgeni Water is R 5.36 per kl. Umgeni Water has advised that 
there will be a 9.5 % average increase. The increase is above the current inflation rate to fund future infrastructure 
development projects. A provision of R 1.9 billion has been made in respect of bulk purchases of water. Purchase of 
bulk electricity from Eskom amounts to R 8.5 billion. This budget provision includes an estimated 7.86 % increase in 
the Eskom price of bulk electricity supplied to municipalities as approved by NERSA. 


2.5.5 TIMING OF REVENUE COLLECTION 

Consumers are billed monthly in respect of services in the form of a consolidated bill. All annual residential and 
commercial ratepayers have been converted to monthly ratepayers. However, government departments and 
companies with more than 150 accounts are allowed to pay annually (by October). 


2.5.6 AVERAGE SALARY INCREASES 

The budgeted salary increase is 7.8% for the fiscal year. This takes into account the multi-year Salary and Wage 
collective agreement for the period 1 July 2015 to 30 June 2018. Provision has been made for actual positions and 
vacancies together with notch increases. 


2.5.7 CHANGING DEMAND CHARACTERISTICS (DEMAND FOR SERVICES) 

Municipalities face growing pressures from both the rising cost of bulk services and rapidly growing numbers of 
households. Rapid urbanisation has brought about greatly increased demands for land, housing, water and 
sanitation, electricity and transport in large cities. Infrastructure and service delivery functions need to interact 
effectively to promote efficiency, employment and integrated development. The current pace of urban population 
growth is outstripping economic growth, presenting major challenges to municipalities. Cities are seen as havens for 
jobs, better livelihood, access to superior infrastructure and business opportunities by rural communities. 

eThekwini finds itself in a difficult situation since its good track record of service delivery is attracting further in- 
migration. Being the economic hub of the province, the water requirements of the city are growing rapidly. This is 
as a result of economic growth, urbanization of the population and associated expansion of residential and other 
developments being implemented. This trend is expected to continue over the medium term as reflected in planned 
new urban developments. Based on urbanisation rates and natural population growth, it could be expected that the 
municipality’s population would grow by 4.4 million by 2030. The Metropolitan region would therefore have to 
accommodate an additional 775 000 people (or approximately 193 000 housing units). 

The City Densification Study, 2012 further demonstrated that based on existing density trends, growth has been 
occurring in rural areas on the periphery of the urban core and if it continues along the current trajectory, will 
significantly expand the development footprint of the municipality. The challenge then, would be to direct and 
manage the anticipated growth of population and housing units closer to social and economic opportunities, 
structured around a hierarchy of nodes and public transport corridors to achieve a more integrated and compact 
spatial form in order to create sustainable human settlements, protect agricultural and rural land resources, support 
greater urban efficiencies, improve movement and access and contribute towards greater urban resilience. 


2.5.8 ABILITY OF THE MUNICIPALITY TO SPEND AND DELIVER ON THE PROGRAMS 

Capital expenditure has gained momentum over recent years, as improved capacity and better planning have begun 
to gain traction. Improved levels of capital expenditure have followed better planning, procurement and monitoring, 
with the top 150 projects monitored on a weekly basis and remedial action instituted where necessary. In this regard 
the 2015/16 capital project spending is estimated to progress to a rate of 100 % of the capital budget. Procurement 
scheduling has been introduced to ensure that the procurement processes are initiated early enough to ensure that 
all procurement activities for major projects are finalised timeously to achieve 100 % capital spend for the year. The 
municipality has demonstrated over a number of years that it has the ability to spend and deliver on its programmes 
in its area of jurisdiction. In respect of the operating budget indications are that there might be a slight under 
spending on employee related costs due to delays in filling of vacancies. 
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CONTRACTS HAVING FUTURE BUDGETARY IMPLICATIONS 


In terms of the City’s Supply Chain Management Policy, no contracts are awarded beyond the medium-term revenue 
and expenditure framework of three years unless section 33 process of the MFMA has been complied with. In 
ensuring adherence to this contractual time frame limitation, all reports submitted to either the Bid Evaluation and 
Adjudication Committees must obtain formal financial comments from the Financial Management Division of the 
Treasury Department. Further details are reflected in Supporting Table SA33. 


2.5.9 COST OF SERVICE DELIVERY VS AFFORDABILITY 

Over the past few years the functions the eThekwini Municipality has been expected to perform increased according 
to the needs of the community. Poverty and unemployment is also prevalent in the municipal area. In order to 
provide assistance to the poorest of the poor the municipality has developed a social welfare package to assist those 
residents who cannot afford to pay for Services (Refer to Section 2.3.2 for details). 


2.6 OVERVIEW OF BUDGET FUNDING 

FISCAL OVERVIEW 


The Municipality continues to display a sound financial profile and high liquidity levels, which is mainly attributable 
to: 


• Balanced budgets being funded from current financial year’s revenue. Prior year’s surpluses have not been used 
to support the operating budget. 

• The municipality operates within its annual budget, as approved by council. 

• The municipality maintains a positive cash and investments position. 

In compliance with relevant statutory requirements, the Financial Plan (Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure 
Framework-MTREF) is reviewed and updated annually. 


FUNDING OF CAPITAL BUDGET 


The Capital budget is funded by the allocations made to the city by National and Provincial Government in the form 
of grants, as well as public contributions and donations, borrowings and internally generated funds. 


2.6.1 LOAN DEBT AND INVESTMENTS 

In terms of funding the capital budget, the municipality is in a fortunate position to undertake much needed service 
delivery programmes from both internally generated reserves and long term external funding. In the latter case, the 
municipality with its sound financial credentials has financing options available that are in line with the MFMA and 
the Municipal Borrowing Framework. Section 45 of the MFMA guides short term borrowing in the city. 

In line with the anticipated budget performance, and taking into account the National and Provincial grant 
allocations, the municipality will continue to fund each financial year’s operating budget from current revenues. 

Investments for the municipality are done in accordance and adherence with the Municipal Investment Regulation of 
the MFMA, Councils Investment Policy and other relevant legislation. Cash flow forecasts and cash needs by the city 
provide guidance for the type of investments employed. 
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The investments are made with primary regard to the risk profile, liquidity needs of the city and the return on 
investments. In so far as the investment and borrowing activities are concerned, all the requirements of the MFMA 
have been complied with. 


Funding of Operating Budget 

Funding is obtained from various sources, the major sources being service charges such as electricity, water, 
sanitation, and refuse collection, property rates, grants and subsidies received from National and Provincial 
governments. 


2.6.2 SOURCES OF FUNDING 


In the case of eThekwini, a basket of differential tariff increases determines the most acceptable and equitable 
funding regime taking into consideration the actual cost of delivering services, budget priorities and national 
legislation, regulations and policy guidelines. 

The City’s revenue comprises Operating Revenue which includes property taxes, services charges and operating 
grants- and capital revenue which consists of capital grants, borrowings, cash reserves and operating surplus. This 
high level of independent and relative stable income sources of revenue is one of the key factors that support the 
sound financial position of the municipality. 

In addition to the obvious need to grow the city’s revenue by increasing its tax base, other means for securing 
funding for council projects must be explored in a variety of ways. The city faces invidious choices in attempting to 
finance the projected levels of investment in infrastructure. Sources of capital finance are already stretched with 
limited scope for further borrowing, consumer pressure to restrict tariff and tax increases, and little likelihood of a 
structural upward adjustment in grant allocations. 

Further, efficiencies in the borrowing programme will continue to be sought to lock in lower cost and longer term 
borrowing, plus the introduction of new revenue sources such as development charges. 


2.6.3 SAVINGS AND EFFICIENCIES 


2.6.3.1 Costs Savings, Productivity and Business Process Improvement Initiatives: 

A number of projects have been embarked upon by the Special Projects £t Cost Savings, Internal Control, Energy 
Office, Organizational Development and Management Services Departments, in conjunction with the relevant 
operational departments to improve efficiencies and reduce costs Council wide. 

Contracts Register - Controlling Procurement Contracts: 

The Municipality has a detailed Contracts Register Database for all operational units, which was verified by the 
respective Unit Fleads for all active contracts in the 2014/15 financial year. The Contracts Register is being used to 
control all payments above R 200,000.The first phase of automating the contracts register has been completed, in 
that the contracts register now resides in the JDE accounting system and the Contracts Register for 2015/16 will 
come from the JDE-Lite System. The automated contract tracking, monitoring and control on the JDE System, 
piloted within the City Fleet and rolled out in Water and Architecture units have been completed and will be 
standardized for the other units and clusters within the Municipality in the 2015/16 financial year. With the upgrade 
of the JDE system to the Enterprise One (JDE -El) platform scheduled for 1 July 2016, the contracts register is 
expected to be verified the Unit Fleads and 100% signed off by 30 June 2016.The second phase of the contracts 
register which addresses all contracts below R 200 000 has commenced in 2015/16. There will be on the automated 
tracking process and standardized contract monitoring on the upgraded JDE-E1 system in 2016/17. In addition the 
electronic capture, approval and independent verification of contract data will further enhanced controls over 
monitoring and payments of contracts. 
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Salaries and Overtime: 


With salaries and wages being a major expenditure of the operating budget, overtime will continue to be monitored 
closely. Staff that work overtime on a regular basis or work excessive overtime will be closely scrutinized with 
departmental Heads held accountable. Projects on employee verification and tighter controls on the processing of 
salaries will be undertaken to ensure employee costs are accurate. Managers will also carry out monthly verification 
of active employees to certify that employees processed on the payroll have indeed been on duty and to ensure that 
terminated employees are timeously and correctly processed on the payroll. 


Revenue Projects: 

The review of the revenue value chain is being undertaken, focusing on reducing bad debts and improving revenue 
collection. Amongst the Revenue Projects is the matching of property use for rates to services for water and 
electricity to ensure that the correct service tariffs are being charged to the property owner and recovering any 
revenue understated. The Processes from customer registration, billing, credit control including disconnections and 
finally legal action will be reviewed to reduce the value and number of written off as bad debts. Verification of the 
debtors’ take-on balances from the legacy (Coins) system to the new revenue management system (RMS) will 
continue in 2016/17, with monthly consumer and general ledger revenue reconciliations to ensure the integrity of 
consumer account balances and the revenue billed and reflected in the financial statements. 


Data and Telephone Costs: 

The Telephone Usage policy is currently being drafted for Council to consider for approval and implementation in 
2016/17. The policy intends to control staff telephone usage and reduce costs of outgoing calls. Data and internet 
use is also being reviewed to reducing costs and limit unproductive time on the internet and telephone. 


SCM Benchmarking: 

Internal Control Unit has conducted a benchmarking exercise to determine the pricing and total spend of the top 100 
stock items for the previous and current financial years. The main objective of this project is the analysis of the 
spend trends and prices to be included in the municipality’s SCM pricing catalogue. This price catalogue will be used 
to ensure that the prices that the municipality pays are reasonable and fair. The exercise also help identifying all 
non-stock items that need to be converted to stock items ensuring savings economies of scale, from bulk purchases 
thus reducing the cost of goods for the municipality. 


Human Settlements Turnaround Strategy: 

An initiative to improve the business processes and systems efficiencies within Human Settlements Unit was 
embarked upon, by the Internal Control, Expenditure and Human settlements Departments as part of the Human 
Settlements Unit Turnaround Strategy. Implementation and monitoring of controls relating to housing projects, in 
line with business processes developed is ongoing. 


Procedure Manuals/SOPs: 

All sections, within Treasury will be reviewing and updating procedure manuals. Business processes will be looked at 
critically, analysed to effect process improvements, to eliminate any bottlenecks and to implement innovative ideas 
to improve productivity. Overall an institutional review has been conducted which will resulting in Units having 
restructured organograms and change in staff resources this will streamline processes and ensure continuous 
improvements and efficiencies. This will also lead to changes to procedure manuals and standard operating 
procedures that will be reviewed annually by senior management. 
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2.6.3.2 Energy Office - Addressing the Climate Change Issues and Energy Efficiencies 


The Energy Office in collaboration with the Environmental Planning and Climate Protection Department (EPCPD) 
jointly developed the Durban Climate Change Strategy (DCCS), via a participatory and consultative approach. The 
DCCS was adopted by the eThekwini Council in 2015. In essence the DCCS recognises the harmful impact on human 
activities on the environment and seeks to reduce further anthropogenic greenhouse gas emissions through various 
mitigation interventions and protect against the potentially disastrous effects for climate change (climate change 
adaptation). This is further catalysed by the recent agreed at COP21 by most States from around the world, 
including South Africa, to limit temperature increase to 1.5 degrees. 

The Energy Office is responsible for climate change mitigation with the eThekwini Municipal Area. In conjunction 
with the DCCS, the eThekwini Energy Strategy of 2008 sets targets for the reduction of greenhouse gas gases at 
27.6% by 2020. 

While eThekwini Municipality is generally viewed as a climate change mitigation champion and leader, the discipline 
is new for local government. As a result a phased and carefully planned and tested approach is needed to embedding 
mitigation throughout traditional municipal functions. 


Some of the key projects being undertaken by the Energy Office include: 

METIS: This is the largest research project that is currently being spearheaded by the Energy Office and will 
culminate in a plan that will guide the eThekwini Municipality to a sustainable energy future. 

Durban Solar Map: This is a nifty, interactive tool that allows residents to calculate the amount of electricity 
that they can generate from a photovoltaic (PV) installation on their roof. The tool is based on GIS 
technology and incorporates latest solar irradiation data, financial model and some technical details. 

EOS: This is a pilot project that will see the eThekwini Municipality install 500kWp of PV on municipal owned 
buildings. 

Energy Efficiency Demand Side Management Programme: the eThekwini Municipality participates in the 
National EEDSM programme, managed by the Department of Energy. This programme aims to retrofit 
existing technologies (lights, pumps, etc.) with more energy efficient alternatives. 


2.6.3.3 Management Services - focussing on Productivity, Business Processes and Waste Elimination: 

Productivity Assessments: Thus far during the 2015/ 16 Financial Year, productivity assessment has been 
undertaken at the Trading Services Cluster. However, in January 2016 productivity assessment will be 
undertaken at the CES Cluster, this will continue in other Clusters in 2016/17. 

Business Process Management: Thus far during this financial year BPM was undertaken at the Human 
Settlements Unit. From Jan 2016 BPM will be undertaken at SCM and Engineering Units 

Wastage Elimination: In this regard, Overtime reduction interventions were undertaken at Security 
Management and Water and Sanitation Units. From Jan 2016 overtime reduction interventions will be 
undertaken at Parks Leisure and Cemeteries (PLC), Fire as well as Electricity Units. 

ISO Standards: The ISO9001 standards has been introduced as a pilot within the Treasury - SCM Unit, as the 
Quality Management System and will be rolled out to all other clusters in a phased approach. Thus far ISO 
9001 (Quality Management System) strategy has been developed and a gap analysis will be undertaken for 43 
UNITS within the Municipality. 
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2.6.4 INVESTMENTS - CASH BACKED 


Adequate provision has been made by way of external investments to ensure that cash is available on the maturity 
of investments. Investment income is utilized to fund the budget. The permissible reserves are cash backed in terms 
of the MFMA. 


2.6.5 COLLECTION RATES FOR EACH REVENUE SOURCE 


In accordance with relevant legislation and national directives, the municipality’s projected revenue collection rates 
are based on realistic and sustainable trends. The rate of revenue collection is the cash collected from consumers 
expressed as a percentage of the amount billed. 


The average monthly collection rate and projections for the year are as follows:

The total average collection rate is projected at 102 % and is based on a combination of actual collection rates 
achieved to date, and the estimated outcomes for the current financial period. The collection rates achieved for the 
2014.15 year have contributed to the positive credit rating that the municipality has received. 

Electricity 

The disconnection policy is being applied for non-payment and the largest debts are being targeted. 


Water 

The programme put in place to encourage customers to pay their current accounts in return for a reduction in the 
debt they have incurred should yield an improvement in the collection rate.

The table indicates that approximately R 2, 1 billion of debt over 90 days is considered recoverable. The provision 
for bad debt of approximately R 3 billion is not going to be totally written off. Every effort will be made to collect 
the outstanding debt until it is not feasible to recover. Business debt of R 908,1 million is subjected to litigation and 
has been handed over to the Council’s panel of attorneys.

Outstanding Government Debt 


Total Government Debt equates to R 289 million of which R 169 million is outstanding for more than 90 days. 
Properties owned by the Ingonyama Trust make up 60% of the R 169 million. COGTA was engaged in trying to 
facilitate the meeting with Ingonyama Trust to resolve the arrears; no positive response has yet been received from 
COGTA in this regard. Legal advised Revenue to engage through Intergovernmental Dispute Resolution Process. A 
report to Council to undertake this step has been approved. The Legal Department to advise on the progress of 
Intergovernmental Dispute Resolution. The accounts relating to disputes e.g.: Ingonyama Trust and Department of 
Water Affairs, were also handed over to consultants appointed by Department of Public Works to try and resolve 
disputes and facilitate payments. Provincial Treasury has confirmed that they are processing payments for Section 
21 schools. 
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Active credit control and debt collection activities are undertaken at all times. In December 2015 the following 
activities were undertaken: - 

• Monthly staff deductions are made towards staff salaries not more than 25% of the net pay. 

• A total of 10 179 customers were disconnected for electricity and water. 

• 84 Final Demands were sent. 

• 62 Customers were redlined with the credit bureau. 

• 8 matters were handed over to Legal Section. 

• Collection rate for month of December 2015 was 102.87 %, of the amount billed 


2.6.6 LEVELS OF RATES, SERVICE CHARGES AND OTHER FEES AND CHARGES 


The City’s revenue quantum is determined by setting a package of tariffs which are not only affordable to the rate 
payers and the users of its services but deemed to be at fair and realistic levels when viewed in context of its 
programmes to assist those who do not have the means to pay. To maintain an effective, efficient and well-run city, 
tariff increases are inevitable. 

Tariff-setting plays a major role in ensuring desired levels of revenue by assisting in the compilation of a credible 
and balanced budget to accommodate the acceleration of basic services. The setting of tariffs for the 2016/17 
financial year continues to be guided by a tariff policy, which provides a framework within which the eThekwini 
municipality can implement fair, transparent and affordable charges for the provision of services. 

The tariff level setting process was largely influenced by the considerable increase on bulk electricity purchases and 
the disproportionate increase above CPI levels. This has distorted the city’s average tariff and charges increases. 
The adverse impact of the current economic climate coupled with unfavourable external financial pressures on 
services makes tariff increases higher that CPI levels inevitable. In determining the increase in rates tariffs and 
other charges these are reflective of the appropriate balance between the interest of poor households, other 
customers and also ensuring the financial sustainability of the municipality. 

The following principles and guidelines have been considered in the draft 2016/17 MTREF: 

• Realistic revenue estimates through a conservative, objective and analytical process. 

• Identification and pursuance of grants from national, provincial and other agencies. 

• The impact of inflation and other cost drivers. 

• Credible collection rates. 

• The impact of cross subsidisation 

• The ability of the community to pay for services rendered. 

• Local economic conditions. 

As in the past, the above principles dictate the annual increase in the tariffs charged to the consumers and the 
ratepayers. 


RATES 


Property tax represents the second most substantial tax revenue for the municipality. It is a well-founded tax with a 
long and sustained history. This source of revenue is a relative stable source as it is not substantially affected by 
economic cycles, as is the case with other tariffs. Property rates cover the cost of the provision of general services. 


Determining the effective property rate tariff is therefore an integral part of the municipality’s budgeting process. 
The municipality is currently levying rates on The General Valuation Roll 2012 and relative supplementary valuation 
rolls. The implementation date for the General Valuation Roll 2012 was 1 July 2012. The levying of rates in terms of 
the Municipal Property Rates Act whereby properties are valued based on market value as at the date of valuation, 
is being applied for this Medium Term Budget. 
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The diminishing of property rates on vacant land due to social housing projects together with the decreasing middle 
class population due to less job opportunities are some of the risks identified to the rates base. The city’s response 
to these risks include integration of communities with more middle class housing than social housing together with 
job creation strategies to capacitate consumers to be able to pay. A 1% growth in the rate base is anticipated 
mainly due to new developments. 


MPRA AMENDMENTS: IMPACTS 

The Valuation Roll will have to be amended on the property register side in order to extract certain information to 
be able to accurately model the impact and the transition implementation plan. COGTA has promulgated 
regulations which prescribe a reduced ratio for Public Benefit Organisations during 2010. The Municipality did not 
implement the ratio because, whereas previously Council could decide on the category of properties, it is now 
mandatory to have a category of property “Public Benefit Organisation”. This change will now require that the City 
adjust its rate randage to reflect the ratio change. COGTA has however indicated during a meeting subsequent to 
the promulgation of the amendments that they will look at the following criteria to identify eligible public Benefit 
Organisations. 

For a private School 

• it has to be registered with the relevant department of education; and 

• For the previous financial year proof that it has received a subsidy from the department 

All the other PBO’s listed in the legislation has to proof that they received more than 51% of their income from 
government grants and or National Lottery funds. It is anticipated that all property falling in the “Public Service 
Property” will also receive a ratio of 1:.25 of the Residential rate randage. This assumption is based on a previous 
regulation in 2009 that was withdrawn when all “State Owned Property” was allowed a ratio of 1:25 of the 
Residential rate randage. A calculation was done on the current rate randage to ascertain the impact of the above 
and it is anticipated that the shift in incidence over the categories of property will result in an estimated increase of 
7,2%. 


VALUATION ROLL 

In compliance with the Municipal Property Rates Act, the municipality has released its second general valuation roll, 
GV 2012 on 2012-02-10. A valuation date of 1 July 2011 has been determined, with implementation of the valuation 
roll being with effect from 1 July 2012. The valuation roll was open for inspection to the public until the end of 
March 2012 during which time owners could lodge an objection against any entry in the valuation roll. Approximately 
10 600 objections were received (compared to 50 000 in 2008 i.e. less than 1.5%) with the review of objections still 
underway. As at 01 November 2013, EThekwini Municipality had implemented the fifth supplementary valuation roll 
for GV 2012. There were 6 000 entries in this supplementary valuation roll and approximately 61 objections were 
received. 


ELECTRICITY AND WATER 

The increase in water and electricity tariffs is consistent with National Policy on the provision of free basic services, 
Council’s Indigent relief measures and tariff policies. The tariff increases are necessary due to the increase in the 
cost of bulk purchases, maintenance of existing infrastructure, new infrastructure provision and to ensure the 
financial sustainability of the services. In the review of the tariffs for water and electricity , the municipality 
ensures that the level of tariffs are cost - reflective including the cost of maintenance and renewal of networks and 
the cost associated with reticulation expansion and that the associated structure of the tariffs encourage efficient 
and sustainable consumption. 


REFUSE REMOVAL 

The increase in the domestic refuse removal tariff for the 2016/17 year is mainly due to salary increases, conversion 
of agency staff to permanent and the increased cost of the purchase of refuse bags. 
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SEWERAGE 


With effect from the 2011/12 year, a volume based sewage disposal charge system was introduced based on the 
percentage of water consumption. A flat tariff is charged to Non-Domestic Consumers and a stepped tariff to 
Domestic Consumers in line with the consumption bands for water. The progressive nature of the existing domestic 
stepped tariff structure for the both water and sanitation allows for the needs of the indigent. It is also designed to 
discourage high water consumption levels which have an impact in on the size of both the water and sanitation 
portions of a consumer’s bill. It enables all consumers to adjust their consumption level to ensure availability. 


2.7 GRANT ALLOCATIONS 

Municipalities play a critical role in furthering government’s objective of providing services to all while facilitating 
local economic development. Local Government conditional grants are being reformed to provide targeted support 
to different types of municipalities. The following projected grant allocations to the municipality in terms of the

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2.9 SERVICE DELIVERY AND BUDGET IMPLEMENTATION PLAN (SDBIP)

All SDBIP projects are linked, either directly or indirectly, to the key performance indicators contained 
in the organisational scorecard. This ensures that the City’s strategic planning documents i.e. the IDP, Budget, 
organisational scorecard and the SDBIP are all linked.
